My father and mother sipped vodka from rising to turning in at night, 
and | suppose they cured me of being a drunk, and | suppose my 
mother smoking 2 packs of Pall Malls a day is why | never smoked a 
cigarette. 

Even so, | lived on and just off the street for 5 years, and later for 2 
years, and | spent a lot of time with long term homeless people in Key 
West. 

All but a very few got up drinking and drank through the day until 
turning in at night in their hidey holes. 

When they found out | had practiced law, they tried to get me to sue 
the city for selectively enforcing its open container law only against 
homeless people. 

They used their government checks for booze and tobacco. They sold 
their food stamp allowances to buy booze and tobacco. They 
panhandled for money to buy booze and tobacco. They ate in soup 
kitchens and got food from food pantries. 

They got mad at me when | declined to sue the city for selective 
enforcement of the open container law. 

They found themselves a young lawyer, who took interest in their 
plight, and told me of a meeting they would have with him and for me 
to join them, which | did. And that’s how | met Sam Kaufman. 


After he had met with them, we walked a while together and he asked 
me what | thought? | said | had clerked for a federal judge and had 
practiced law, and | thought he had a good case, but if it was me, i 
could not ask a federal judge to rule homeless people have a 
constitutional right to drink themselves to death. Sam said that was a 
good point, and he let it go. 

Sam was the Chairman of the Board of Directors of Florida Keys 
Outreach Coalition, a half-way house for recovering street addicts, run 
by Father Steven Braddock, who many years later told me that he 
once had run a security company in New York City, and Donald Trump 
was one of his clients. | asked Steve if Trump had paid him what he 
was due, and Steve smiled, and said yes. 

A few years after Sam and | met with the homeless people. a federal 
judge in Miami, in what became known as The Pottinger Case, 
stopped Miami from using its police to prevent the city’s homeless 
people from sleeping outside, relieving themselves outside, and 
cooking food outside, if there was no place for them to do that inside. 
Sam and | convinced Key West's city officials that we would file a 
Pottinger case against the city in federal court in Key West, if city 
police kept doing what Miami's police did. Key West’s police backed 
off. 

That led to the city building an overnight shelter for its homeless 
people, where they slept under cover at night, and then they roamed 
city streets and parks during the day. Not all homeless people used 
the shelter, but most of them did. 

| had a blog that had a pretty good local following, and | wrote daily 
about a lot of things,, including what | experienced with the city’s 
homeless people and police, and with homeless people at the shelter, 
and with the people running the shelter, where | slept nights. 

After | published that | thought homeless addicts would be better off 
dead, than continuing to booze and drug, the shelter banned me for 
life, because | had threatened to kill homeless people. 

Having no place to sleep nights without being arrested by city police 
and taken to the county jail where | would stay 30 days and be 
released, then | would be arrested again for another 30 days, etc.,l 


went to a city commission meeting and told the mayor and city 
commissioners what had happened -, all of them knew me very well, 
Sam Kaurman was one of the commissioners- and that i was leaving 
the commission meeting to go to the police station to sleep in its front 
lobby, which was not inclosed, or be arrested and taken to jail. 

When I rode my conch cruiser bicycle to the police station, a lieutenant 
came out and said | could sleep there at night. That made the front 
page in the Key West Citizen. 

| slept months of nights in the staton’s front lobby, until my father’s 
estate learned of it and helped me get inside. 

During that time living on the street, | met a really interesting, some 
would say weird, or wyrd, homeless woman some years younger than 
me, who had been banned from the shelter for life and was repeatedly 
put in jail for 30 days for hanging out around shopping centers during 
the day and sleeping outside at night in her hidey hole.. 

We became an item, and | wrote often at my blog about her and my 
adventures on the streets of Key West, aka Key Weird, where the 
weird go pro. 

If Kari had given up vodka and cigarettes, we might have had a great 
life together. Even so, we had a really interesting time, until she had a 
massive seizure and died in her mother’s home, where | had gotten 
her on Greyhound with some of the money from my father’s estate.

Putin says NATO agreed many years ago not to expand, and then it took 
in countries closer to Russia. 


Putin says Ukraine President Volodymyr Zelenskyy’s delegation in 
Istanbul, Turkey was about to sign a peace agreement to end the current 
invasion of Ukraine and return some of the land Russia had taken, and 
Great Britain’s Prime Minister Boris Johnson, on behalf of President Biden, 
talked Zelensky out of it.

All of us understand that there are problems with our society, and most 
of us understand that a lot of those problems are severe. But few 
westerners really get just how bad it is. How pervasively diseased it is. 
In reality, we are living in a profoundly sick dystopia that is built on a 
foundation of human corpses and fueled by an endless river of human 
blood. Our news media are propaganda services, our entertainment is 
brainwashing, and our mainstream culture is social engineering, all 
built to keep us turning the gears of a vast globe-dominating empire. 
There’s a widespread assumption throughout the western world that 
while things might not be perfect our society is certainly much better 
than what people experience in a nation like China, smugly believing 
ourselves to be a free society full of free thinkers and free people in 
contrast with those unfortunate thought-controlled communist 
conformists. In fact western civilization is one giant thought-controlled 
conformity machine where people’s minds are shaped by mass-scale 
psychological manipulation far more effectively than anywhere else in 
the world, exactly because westerners don’t know this is happening 
and believe they are free. 


Western minds don't like to be told this, because it goes against 
everything they’ve been trained to believe about their nation, their 
society, and their world. Obviously we are much freer here than those 
poor saps to the east; here in the west we are free to choose between 
197 flavors of frosted breakfast cereal and 20,000 different superhero 
movies. We are free to choose between voting for warmongering 
capitalist authoritarian Democrats or warmongering capitalist 
authoritarian Republicans. We are free to sell our labor at a fraction of 
the value it generates to any exploitative ecocidal employer of our 
choosing. We are free to think whatever thoughts we've been trained 
to think by our education systems, mass media, and Silicon Valley 
algorithm manipulation. We are free to speak our minds, which have 
been shaped and conditioned to serve the interests of the powerful 
and never to say anything that falls outside the Overton window of 
acceptable opinion. 

Sure there are outliers in the margins, westerners who've slipped 
outside the matrix of thought control and have gained the ability to 
traffick in unauthorized opinions—if you’re reading this you're probably 
one of them. But our numbers are deliberately kept too small to have 
any political consequence, and if those numbers start getting too big 
for comfort we immediately see influence ops to sow division and 
confusion and herd people back toward the mainstream flock. Sure we 
in our small numbers are free to voice unauthorized opinions on 
marginal platforms where we can’t have much impact—we’re free to 
dig a hole in the ground and whisper whatever we want into it, too. 
The single biggest obstacle to our freedom in the west is our 
widespread belief that we are free. Until we collectively realize we're 
human livestock being continually herded into our respective 
gear-turning stations to keep the imperial juggernaut trudging ever 
forward on the world stage, we've got no chance to break free and 
bring the whole abusive system crashing down. 

Until this is seen we're like the wife who thinks it’s perfectly normal that 
her husband controls all her finances and dictates every aspect of her 
life, and who'd be shocked and angered if anyone tried to tell her that 
this is what an abusive relationship looks like. We're like the man who 
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insists he had a happy childhood despite remembering a lot of body 
trauma and screams. 

The truth is all around us—we’re marinating in it 24/7/365. But we 
can't see it, because it’s all we've ever known. We've been 
conditioned to think that this murderous ecocidal mind-controlled 
dystopia is normal, and we can’t imagine it being any other way. The 
prospect of ending it can actually feel scary and intimidating, just as it 
can for someone who's thinking about fleeing an abusive relationship.

The immediate impact of the ruling will be to allow three couples 
to sue for wrongful death after their frozen embryos were 
destroyed in an accident at a fertility clinic. 
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But this first-of-its-kind court decision could also have broader 
implications.

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By inflating his assets in bank loan applications, Donald Trump was able 
to get very low interest rates to make business investments on which he 
made a lot of money.

Based on what | have read of yours, your Muse is working on you 
pretty darn good, and that’s why | took a shine to you. There might be 
a novel or two or three in you, and if She shows up in that way, go with 
her wherever she takes you. 


A couple of years before Kundalina, Alabana started showing herself 
to me, | was invited to be a speaker at a writer’s conference at 
Birmingham Southern College. | then lived in Colorado, and by then 
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was deep into my writings being steered by something much bigger 
and smarter than me. Out of the blue, it came to me use “writing as a 
mystical experience” for my topic, and then | was swamped with 
looking at Ernest Hemingway’s Old Man and the Sea, the last novel he 
completed, as his unconscious suicide note. The boy left behind at the 
dock was young Hemingway whose father had no time for him. The 
great marlin was Hemingway’s manhood. The sharks were his 
feminine, come to take back what he had tried so hard to prove to 
himself, and the the cancer that would eat his brain until he manned 
up and killed himself. 


That was my spiel during the first day of the writer’s conference in a 
small seminar room. There didn’t seem to be much interest. The 2nd 
day, | had the entire conference for my audience, and | tried again, 
and there didn’t seem to be much interest in writers writing about 
themselves unawares, and | was feeling stuck, when someone asked 
me what | did about writers block, and | said | didn’t get it. When there 
was something to write, | had to write it. When nothing was coming, | 
did something else. And that’s when it got interesting. 


About a year later, Kundalina started showing up and | typed maybe 
100 pages, and then seemed to dry up and | put her aside. | was 
playing golf at different public golf courses, picking up playing partners 
at the pro shop. One day, | was put with two men, one lived in Alaska. 
| asked him if he knew a fellow from Birmingham, who was a college 
fraternity brother of mine, and then he went to law school, and ended 
up making a whole lot of money suing auto manufacturers in Alaska, 
for defective products? The man said he knew the lawyer very well, 
they were good friends. | said my early childhood next door neighbor 
sweetheart and the lawyer became an item, and then it didn’t work out 
and it was rough for them both. The fellow said he had not heard of 
that and he would be sure to bring it up when he returned to Alaska. | 
advised be careful, it was a big owee for his friend. 


The next morning, | woke up feeling like an idiot. That little girl was the 
model for the heroine in Kundalina. | went back to work on the 
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manuscript, and after completing a draft, shared it with the desktop 
publisher lady, who had gotten my book Prisons & Freedom ready for 
printing. She read the manuscript and said | had done a good job on 
the hero, Riley Strange, but not on Mary Lou Snow. | needed to bring 
her to life. So chastised, | brought her to life. 


A friend in Birmingham read Kundalina and asked my clinical social 
worker Sandplay therapist wife where in the hell did Sloan fiend Mary 
Lou, he was in love with her?! Betty told him, Mary Lou is a part of 
Sloan. 


About a year later, two novels showed up at the same time and | wrote 
on both of them each morning and finished both on the same day.

When | read Joyce several lifetimes back, so to speak, he was much 
too deep for me to grasp. If there is a writer who influenced my writing 
style, it was Tom Robbins, whose novels Just Another Roadside 
Attraction, Jitterbug Perfume and Even Cowgirls Get the Blues left me 
kinda jangled and enamored. But | think it was Hemingway sho 
perhaps planted a seed in me that caused me to fantasize being a 
writer someday. 


| wonder if my father had it to do over, he would have urged me to take 
a typing course during my first year in high school? He said he had 
found being able to touch type was valuable in his business life. Some 
things | wrote to him and about our family did not please him. But my 
goodness did being able to touch type make it so much easier to shoot 
off my mouth on paper and computer screens. 


My writing style evolved as time passed. Professional book editors and 
a creative writing class helped some in the beginning, Then angels 
helped some. That kind of editing wasn’t much fun for me, but | 
fortunately was able to accept it as constructive. 


That was before the poetry and novels came. They had their own style 
which | suppose was buried in me, asleep. 


My writings always were out of the box, disturbing the status quo. The 
first two poems, which | will fetch, set the tone. 


| wrote maybe 50,000 pages of blog posts. Starting 2019, some of the

Amendment XIV 


Section 1. 


All persons born or naturalized in the United States, and subject 
to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of the United States and of 
the state wherein they reside. No state shall make or enforce any 
law which shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of 
the United States; nor shall any state deprive any person of life, 
liberty, or property, without due process of law; nor deny to any 
person within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws. 


Section 2. 


Representatives shall be apportioned among the several states 
according to their respective numbers, counting the whole number of 
persons in each state, excluding Indians not taxed. But when the right 
to vote at any election for the choice of electors for President and Vice 


President of the United States, Representatives in Congress, the 
executive and judicial officers of a state, or the members of the 
legislature thereof, is denied to any of the male inhabitants of such 
state, being twenty-one years of age, and citizens of the United States, 
or in any way abridged, except for participation in rebellion, or other 
crime, the basis of representation therein shall be reduced in the 
proportion which the number of such male citizens shall bear to the 
whole number of male citizens twenty-one years of age in such state. 


Section 3. 


No person shall be a Senator or Representative in Congress, or 
elector of President and Vice President, or hold any office, civil or 
military, under the United States, or under any state, who, having 
previously taken an oath, as a member of Congress, or as an 
officer of the United States, or as a member of any state 
legislature, or as an executive or judicial officer of any state, to 
support the Constitution of the United States, shall have engaged 
in insurrection or rebellion against the same, or given aid or 
comfort to the enemies thereof. But Congress may by a vote of 
two-thirds of each House, remove such disability. 


Section 4. 


The validity of the public debt of the United States, authorized by law, 
including debts incurred for payment of pensions and bounties for 
services in suppressing insurrection or rebellion, shall not be 
questioned. But neither the United States nor any state shall assume 
or pay any debt or obligation incurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion 
against the United States, or any claim for the loss or emancipation of 
any slave; but all such debts, obligations and claims shall be held 
illegal and void. 


Section 5. 


The Congress shall have power to enforce, by appropriate 
legislation, the provisions of this article.

PER CURIAM. 

A group of Colorado voters contends that Section 3 of the 
Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution prohibits for- 
mer President Donald J. Trump, who seeks the Presidential 
nomination of the Republican Party in this year’s election, 
from becoming President again. The Colorado Supreme 
Court agreed with that contention. It ordered the Colorado 
secretary of state to exclude the former President from the 
Republican primary ballot in the State and to disregard any 
write-in votes that Colorado voters might cast for him. 
Former President Trump challenges that decision on sev- 
eral grounds. Because the Constitution makes Congress, 


rather than the States, responsible for enforcing Section 3 
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against federal officeholders and candidates, we reverse.

More specifically, 3 Democrat and 6 Republican Supreme Court Justices 
ruled states cannot enforce Amendment 14, Section 3 in federal elections, 
and 5 Republican Justices went further and ruled only Congress can 
enforce 14/3 in federal elections, especially the presidency. States can 
enforce 14/3 in state elections. The majority opinion became the new law of 
the land. 


Of note, the 9 Justices did not overrule the Colorado State Court finding 
and the Colorado Supreme Court affirmance that Donald Trump engaged in 
insurrection against the U.S. Constitution. 


Of note, in past times, the U.S. Supreme Court enforced the other parts 
of Amendment 14 without any Act of Congress prescribing or allowing such 
enforcement. 


For example, On May 17, 1954, U.S. Supreme Court Justice Earl Warren 
delivered the unanimous ruling in the landmark civil rights case Brown v. 
Board of Education of Topeka, Kansas. State-sanctioned segregation of 
public schools was a violation of the 14th amendment and was therefore 
unconstitutional. This historic decision marked the end of the "separate but 
equal" precedent set by the Supreme Court nearly 60 years earlier in 
Plessy v. Ferguson and served as a catalyst for the expanding civil rights 
movement during the decade of the 1950s. 


For example, in Roe v. Wade, 410 U.S. 113 (1973), the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled that the Due Process Clause of the Fourteenth Amendment to 
the United States Constitution provides a fundamental "right to privacy", 
which protects a pregnant woman's right to an abortion. It also held that the 
right to abortion is not absolute and must be balanced against the 
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government's interests in protecting women's health and prenatal life. It 
resolved these competing interests by announcing a pregnancy trimester 
timetable to govern all abortion regulations in the United States. The Court 
also classified the right to abortion as "fundamental", which required courts 
to evaluate challenged abortion laws under the "strict scrutiny" standard, 
the most stringent level of judicial review in the United States. 


Thus, in Trump v. Anderson, the U.S. Supreme Court, sui juris (in its own 
right), could have ruled Trump was barred from holding federal office 
regardless of whether Colorado or any state could enforce 14/3 against 
Trump. 


Instead, the U.S. Supreme Court made Congress the sole enforcer of 
14/3 in federal elections, while the Court retained the power to enforce the 
rest of Amendment 14. 


That is so beyond nuts that it defames nuts to be dragged into it. 
Let me back up. 


For a very long time, Republicans screeched states' rights trumped the 
power of the federal government to interfere in states’ affairs. Before then, 
Democrats, including Alabama Governor George Wallace, screeched 
states’ rights trumped federal government interference in states’ affairs. 


In Dobbs v. Jackson Women's Health Organization, 597 U.S. 215 (2022), 
the U.S. Supreme Court held the Constitution of the United States does not 
confer a right to abortion. The court's decision overruled Roe v. Wade and 
said abortion is a matter for each state to decide. 


Yet, according to the nine justices in Trump v. Anderson, states cannot 
enforce Amendment 14/3, nor by logical inference, any other part of 
Amendment 14, unless Congress has passed an act allowing states to do 
that. 


That is so beyond nuts that it defames nuts to be dragged into it.

My name is Dr. Zev Zelenko and I practice medicine in Monroe, NY. For the last 16 years, I have cared for approximately 
75% of the adult population of Kiryas Joel, which is a very close knit community of approximately 35,000 people in which 
the infection spread rapidly and unchecked prior to the imposition of social distancing. 


As of today my team has tested approximately 200 people from this community for Covid-19, and 65% of the results have 
been positive, If extrapolated to the entire community, that means more than 20,000 people are infected at the present time. 
Of this group, I estimate that there are 1500 patients who are in the high-risk category (i.e. >60, immunocompromised, 
comorbidities, etc). 


Given the urgency of the situation, I developed the following treatment protocol in the pre-hospital setting and have seen 
only positive results: 


1. Any patient with shortness of breath regardless of age is treated. 

2. Any patient in the high-risk category even with just mild symptoms is treated. 

3. Young, healthy and low risk patients even with symptoms are not treated (unless their circumstances change and they 
fall into category 1 or 2). 


My out-patient treatment regimen is as follows: 


1. Hydroxychloroquine 200mg twice a day for 5 days 
2. Azithromycin 500mg once a day for 5 days 
3. Zinc sulfate 220mg once a day for 5 days 


The rationale for my treatment plan is as follows. I combined the data available from China and South Korea with the 
recent study published from France (sites available on request). We know that hydroxychloroquine helps Zinc enter the cell. 
We know that Zinc slows viral replication within the cell. Regarding the use of azithromycin, I postulate it prevents 
secondary bacterial infections. These three drugs are well known and usually well tolerated, hence the risk to the patient is 
low. 


Since last Thursday, my team has treated approximately 350 patients in Kiryas Joel and another 150 patients in other areas 
of New York with the above regimen. 


Of this group and the information provided to me by affiliated medical teams, we have had ZERO deaths, ZERO 
hospitalizations, and ZERO intubations. In addition, | have not heard of any negative side effects other than approximately 
10% of patients with temporary nausea and diarrhea. 

In sum, my urgent recommendation is to initiate treatment in the outpatient setting as soon as possible in accordance with 
the above. Based on my direct experience, it prevents acute respiratory distress syndrome (ARDS), prevents the need for 
hospitalization and saves lives.

Physicians taking care of patients in our communities across the 
country must be free to use the medicines at hand free of politicians 
and bureaucrats’ second-guessing and threats. It is 
unprecedented—and lethal—for state governors and medical boards 
to forbid physicians’ freedom to prescribe long-approved and safely 
used medications.

The 1/6 2021 Capital Insurrection was only a botched trial run on 
disrupting and overturning the election to install Trump.

The 2025 Plan Primer 


The vision of Trump as a de-facto Dictator is relished by his base. In 
the innocuously titled 950 page “2025 Plan” of the far right Heritage 
Foundation , “Day One” launches an array of highly detailed actions 
and policies that will eviscerate the upper echelons of the military, as 
well the purging of some 50,000 career civil servants. The summarily 
fired employees will immediately be replaced by politically vetted 
Trumpista loyalists. Most of these moves are aimed at the eradication 
of Federal agencies. This fifth column cadre will continue to erode if 


not destroy what is left of many agencies and their mandate to serve 
the America people. 
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Another aspect of “Day One” is found in the seemingly innocuous 
term, “The Unitary Executive.” This theory argues that there is 
constitutional law in which the President holds total power over all 
government agencies, as well as Congress and the Courts. There has 
never been a President in our history with this kind of power. In 
actuality such persons have been historically defined as dictators or 
authoritarians. The Unitary Executive creates a leader with a 
rubber-stamp government, providing only the illusion of a democratic 
governmental structure. There are no checks and balances, only a 


government that consistently aligns with the leader’s agenda. 


Trump’s Ace In the Hole: National Emergency 

Most Americans don’t grasp how close Trump came to declaring a 
state of martial law on Jan 6, 2021. The national emergency would 
only end when Trump decides to end it. This is what Gen. Milley was 
referencing in Trump’s attempt to realize a “Reichstag Moment.“ 
Milley was alluding to a time when in Februrary of 1933 the building 
housing the German Parliament was burnt to the ground in the early 
days of Hitler's Nazi Regime. Hitler, blaming the Communists, invoked 
the “Enabling Acts”, granting him extraordinary powers. Ironically the 
very laws the Fascist employed were created by the recently 
dismantled Weimar Republic in a vain attempt to quell violence and 
insurrection from Communists and Fascist political factions. 

After declaring a state of emergency, Hitler assumed complete control 


of the government with an iron fist, making the Nazis the only legal

party, while arresting and incarcerating thousands in concentration 
camps. He also shut down press outlets that did not parrot the Nazi 
view. The “State of Emergency” remained in Germany ending in 1945 
when Hitler's charred remains were found outside his Berlin bunker 
and after an estimated 65 million people world wide were dead. 

Today the parallel form of laws the U.S. has to deal with national 
emergencies are referred to as PEADs (Presidential Emergency 
Action Documents). Since the attacks of 9/11, Congress has 
embedded numerous provisions into law that can be invoked by the 
Executive to meet threats to our nation in what he/she deems a state 
of Emergency. 

According to Andrew Cockburn of Harper’s Magazine in his November 
2020, article The Enemies Briefcase, these documents include: 
suspending habeas corpus, seizing control of the internet, imposing 
censorship, and incarcerating so called subversives. Among other 
repressive measures are suspension of a free press, mass arrest and 
detention without trial. 

It will be years in the future before we have real insight on how people 
in the Pentagon, and possibly Trump’s own White House, foiled Trump 
activating a state of national emergency in the January 6th 
insurrection, but the known and documented actions of Mike Pence

My old Jewish friend in Key West, Sam Kaufman, who is a city 
commissioner and a practicing attorney, told me one day in his office that 
my talking about my dreams didn’t bother him, because Jewish people 
think dreams come from God. 


That one of you | dreamed about last night was born a cross-wired girl, 
who always felt she was a boy, and there was nothing she could do about 
it, because that was how God made her, and since God doesn’t make 
mistakes, that was how God wanted her to be. 


If my blaming God turns people off, then | just as easily can blame 
Mother Nature, but no way | ever can blame that babyfossil for what she 
had no control over, religious views to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Eventually, with her parents’ blessing, that cross-wired babyfossil had 
surgery that made her more male and she became much happier, and 
while that wasn't easy for someone as long in the tooth as | am to wrap his 
mind around, | knew very well what it's like to live in a body that doesn’t

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had known since the 1970s, and it never mattered to us. We merely hoped 
he would find happiness.

Across the Gaza Strip — from markets to evacuee camps to social media 
channels — Palestinian frustration and anger with Hamas is on the rise.

Now, with starvation, profiteering, and internal chaos on the rise, the 
militant group that has ruled the strip for 17 years is nowhere to be found. 


“We did not choose to be in a war that takes us from our homes, [takes] the 
lives of loved ones, and puts our lives in a death game that we knew 
nothing about,” says Bisan Nateel, a youth organizer for a local Gaza 
nongovernmental organization. 

“Hamas didn’t warn us or give any instructions to protect or help people. | 
don’t know what they were thinking or what they expected people to do, but 
this is unacceptable for everyone in Gaza,” says Walid, an aid worker in 
central Gaza who declined to use his full name. “I feel that Hamas gambled 
with our lives at stake, and lost.” 

Rafaat Naim, a Gaza businessman and former member of the Palestine 
Chamber of Commerce, says prior to the war, support for Hamas among 
Gaza residents was already limited. “Hamas’ popularity in the Gaza Strip 
was waning, due to its governance failures [and] misallocation of funds,” he 
says. “The devastating impact of the conflict further entrenched this 
sentiment.” 

The anger that has been simmering since the early days of the war, 
meanwhile, has only in recent weeks come to the surface. These are not 
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organized calls or political protests against Hamas, but conversational 
complaints growing louder by the day. Tiny protests have been scattered. 


“People now are very angry with Hamas, but at the same time they are 
afraid to express the anger inside them by protesting or holding sit-ins,” 
notes Wael Mohammad, a civil engineer and longtime Hamas critic in 
Gaza. He says 16 years of the Islamic Hamas’ intimidation tactics, as well 
as its use of religious faith to push its ideology, made “the population in 
Gaza docile.” 

Now with the lack of Hamas police officers on the streets, and a reduced 
threat of being dragged off by its security services, people in Gaza, facing 
starvation, are more emboldened to criticize the movement in public. Some 
even curse it. 

This outspokenness, however, does not mean Gazans’ support, in 
principle, for armed resistance against the Israeli occupation has lessened. 
Nor has their view changed that the conflict is an Israeli war against the 
Palestinian people. 

There remains a belief among most residents that, with a 17-year siege of 
Gaza, they have been punished for two decades by Israel, the international 
community, and the Palestinian Authority for Hamas’ presence, and that the 
movement has never had the chance to act as a normal government. 

Yet growing disillusion with Hamas’ rule is impacting the group’s future 
prospects each day the war goes on, as residents see it as unresponsive, 
irresponsible, and lacking basic care for Gaza’s people. 


Evading responsibility 


All those interviewed stressed that Hamas left the Gaza public “in the dark” 
about its plans even after Israel’s counterattack began. Added to the lack of 
communication was a seeming lack of concern for civilians as Hamas 
forces retreated to their tunnels. 

“Hamas followed the same old war plan and left the people to the mercy of 
Israelis,” says Walid, the aid worker. 

“We gave in to Hamas for a long time, and we thought Hamas as a party 
would be prepared for the war after Oct. 7 as they claimed. But they were 
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only ready to protect themselves,” says Rana Alsayed, a mother and 
feminist activist from Gaza City who was displaced four times by Israel’s 
offensives. 

“This war is beyond Hamas’ capabilities,” says Anmed, a Gaza 
photojournalist who blames intense targeting by Israel’s military for the 
movement's inability to govern or protect its citizens. “It cannot help itself, 
let alone the people.” 

For some Palestinians in Gaza, the war has cemented the idea of 
Hamas as a militant faction looking out only for itself rather than for the 
people it has governed since first being elected by a plurality in 2006. It has 
ruled unopposed since 2007, when it drove out its rival Fatah and seized 
the strip. 

“They see their role is to fight Israelis and not to care for the people. But 
since Hamas took control of the Gaza Strip, they implicitly agreed to care 
for its people,” says Walid, who, like many, sees Hamas as “evading that 
responsibility.” 

“At least provide enough food for the people to not die of hunger. Build 
shelters and safe places for the people to go to. Establish a form of civic 
protection and law enforcement to keep people in check,” the aid worker 
says. 

“The Oct. 7 operation was nothing but a continuation of the series of 
political and military gambles that the movement has made since its 
inception, an operation that brought nothing but destruction, killing, 
displacement, and deportation of the residents of the Gaza Strip,” says Mr. 
Mohammad, the civil engineer. 

He likens the movement to “a group of mercenaries and militias that do not 
rise to the level of a Palestinian movement” and don't “care about 
Palestinian blood.” 

He, and others, point to statements by Hamas’ leadership abroad at the 
onset of the war that it was the responsibility of the United Nations and the 
international community, not Hamas, to protect Gaza civilians. 


Anger over aid, profiteering 
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With a breakdown of law and order, organized crime is increasing and aid 

is looted and sold on the secondary market before many can get it. And 
there is a growing belief that not only does Hamas bear responsibility for 
the looting and profiteering through its absence, but it also may be complicit 
or participating in it. 

“We have to buy food that was sent to Gaza as aid. We hear lots of rumors 
that this aid was stolen under the eyes of Hamas, sometimes in complicity 
with people from the government,” says Walid. 


As hunger grips Gaza, law and order crumbles 


Mohammed, an accountant and former government employee now in 
Rafah, says the links between Hamas and aid theft across Gaza are 
“clear.” 

“We cannot provide definitive proof, but who has the guns? Who has the 
monopoly on force in Gaza? It's Hamas. The work of organized criminal 
groups wouldn’t happen without their consent,” Mohammed says via 
WhatsApp messaging. “They are profiting politically and economically from 
our death and misery.” 

Dissent is also growing in the local business community. Members say they 
have long chafed under Hamas’ restrictions, appropriation of incoming 
materials, corruption, and wars. 

They have lost businesses, farms, and homes in this war — but also have 
found no entity to facilitate a return of trade or even the distribution of basic 
aid to stave off a famine. 

Despite the rising anger, fear persists amid occasional reports of mosque 
imams or civil society organizers being dragged off and “disappeared” by 
Hamas for voicing public criticism. Protesters gathering in northern Gaza 
were shot at by armed men. 

“At the grassroots level, Hamas persists in its oppression even amid these 
dire circumstances,” notes Mr. Naim, the businessman. 


Alternatives emerging? 
In the void left behind by Hamas, some Gazans are attempting to organize 
at the grassroots to provide services and a sense of order. 
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In Rafah, so-called Protection Committees — groups of local young men, 
dressed in matching black clothes and masks, armed with batons — are 
providing basic security to markets and public areas. 

Mr. Naim is one of several local Gaza business owners and community 
leaders who are attempting to form a council to facilitate the entry and 
distribution of aid and goods. 

They have set their sights on advocating for the border to open to resume a 
robust flow of aid and commerce into the besieged strip. 

“The people demand resolute, clear, and strategic decisions to pave the 
way for stability,” says Mr. Naim. 

Yet attempts by the people to organize and circumvent Hamas face steep 
obstacles — and danger. 

This week, unverified reports emerged that Hamas executed a mukhtar, or 
local community leader, in northern Gaza, allegedly for coordinating with 
the Israeli military for a separate initiative to facilitate aid. 

The incident appeared to confirm what Palestinians in Gaza already knew 
or believed: Any Israeli involvement would delegitimize and kill any 
alternative group providing services in Gaza. 

“The occupation’s civil administration has engaged with some community 
leaders and members of the private sector,” notes Mr. Naim. “This initiative 
is both unacceptable and risky for all involved on the Palestinian side.” 
While the majority of Palestinians in Gaza interviewed say they no longer 
want Hamas’ rule, a significant portion still support its existence as an 
armed movement. A lack of alternatives leaves Gazans unsure of their 
future. 

“I still support Hamas as a liberation movement, but | am not satisfied with 
its uncalculated actions,” notes Ahmed, the photojournalist. 

With the losses piling up for families in Gaza facing missile strikes, famine, 
and profiteering, more Gazans say the idea of trusting Hamas as rulers 
governing the strip again is unthinkable. 

“| lost my mother, my husband lost half his family, and we lost our house. 
My children have known nothing but wars and escalations,” says Ms. 
Alsayed, the Gaza feminist. 

“How can my children ever believe in Hamas, who are neither providing us 
with a bite to eat nor allowing anyone else to do so?”

and was awarded $83,300,000 by a jury. 


Trump’s companies were sued by the State of New York in a New York 
state court for inflating their business assets to obtain large low interest 
loans to invest in lucrative deals which made Trump’s companies a great 
deal of money. The trial judge fined Trump’s companies $354.9 million for 
his illegal profits, plus interest of around $100 million and climbing. The 
judge and his law clerk received many death threats. 


There were many news reports of Trump not paying his lawyers, one of 
whom, Michael Cohen, was criminally prosecuted and convicted in federal 
court and put in prison for aiding and abetting Trump in the Stormy Daniels 
case. Cohen flipped and started testifying against Trump. 


Trump was criminally prosecuted in federal court by Special Prosecutor 
Jack Smith for mishandling, refusing to turn over, and obstructing the 
recovery of classified documents that came into his possession while he 
was president. Smith received death threats. 


Trump was indicted under Georgia's RICO Act by Special Prosecutor 
Fani Willis for his trying to subvert the 2020 Georgia presidential election 
vote count. Willis and her team received death threats. 


Willis indicted Trump’s lawyer, former New York Mayor Rudy Giuliani, 
who had pioneered New York state court RICO prosecutions, for aiding and 
abetting Trump trying to subvert the 2020 Georgia presidential election 
vote. Giuliani said Trump did not pay him. 
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Trump claimed it all was made up, witch hunts, despite the one common 


denominator, himself. 


The Colorado Supreme Court ruled Trump had engaged in insurrection 
against the United States Constitution and thus was barred by Amendment 
14, Section 3, from being on the Colorado ballot. 


Section 3. 


No person shall be a Senator or Representative in Congress, or 
elector of President and Vice President, or hold any office, civil or 
military, under the United States, or under any state, who, having 
previously taken an oath, as a member of Congress, or as an officer of 
the United States, or as a member of any state legislature, or as an 
executive or judicial officer of any state, to support the Constitution of 
the United States, shall have engaged in insurrection or rebellion 
against the same, or given aid or comfort to the enemies thereof. But 
Congress may by a vote of two-thirds of each House, remove such 
disability. 


The Colorado Supreme Court received death threats, as did the 
Secretary of State of Maine after ruling Amendment 14, Section 3 barred 
Trump from being on the Maine ballot. 


A unanimous U.S. Supreme Court ruled Colorado, in particular, and 
states in general, cannot enforce Amendment 14, Section 3, and 4 of the 5 
Republican justices ruled only Congress can enforce 14/3 by legislation. 


Amendment XIV in its entirety: 
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Section 1. 


All persons born or naturalized in the United States, and subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of the United States and of the state 
wherein they reside. No state shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of the United 
States; nor shall any state deprive any person of life, liberty, or 
property, without due process of law; nor deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws. 


Section 2. 


Representatives shall be apportioned among the several states 
according to their respective numbers, counting the whole number of 
persons in each state, excluding Indians not taxed. But when the right 
to vote at any election for the choice of electors for President and Vice 
President of the United States, Representatives in Congress, the 
executive and judicial officers of a state, or the members of the 
legislature thereof, is denied to any of the male inhabitants of such 
state, being twenty-one years of age, and citizens of the United States, 
or in any way abridged, except for participation in rebellion, or other 
crime, the basis of representation therein shall be reduced in the 
proportion which the number of such male citizens shall bear to the 
whole number of male citizens twenty-one years of age in such state. 


Section 3. 


No person shall be a Senator or Representative in Congress, or 
elector of President and Vice President, or hold any office, civil or 
military, under the United States, or under any state, who, having 
previously taken an oath, as a member of Congress, or as an officer of 
the United States, or as a member of any state legislature, or as an 


executive or judicial officer of any state, to support the Constitution of 
the United States, shall have engaged in insurrection or rebellion 
against the same, or given aid or comfort to the enemies thereof. But 
Congress may by a vote of two-thirds of each House, remove such 
disability. 


Section 4. 


The validity of the public debt of the United States, authorized by law, 
including debts incurred for payment of pensions and bounties for 
services in suppressing insurrection or rebellion, shall not be 
questioned. But neither the United States nor any state shall assume 
or pay any debt or obligation incurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion 
against the United States, or any claim for the loss or emancipation of 
any slave; but all such debts, obligations and claims shall be held 
illegal and void. 


Section 5. 


The Congress shall have power to enforce, by appropriate legislation, 
the provisions of this article. 


Section 5 applies to ALL of Amendment 14.

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The playoff hoodies in 2023 included a Bible verse, Proverbs 27:17, 
the group complained.

The Freedom From Religion group, based in Madison, Wisconsin, sent 
a letter urging the coach to immediately stop engaging in religious 
activity or otherwise promoting his personal religious beliefs in his role 
as a football coach, and for the district to remove the godly motto and 
make certain that official district apparel no longer includes religious 
messages or bible verses 


“Jefferson County Schools must ensure that this school-sponsored 
religious Coercion ends immediately,” Freedom From Religion 
Foundation staff attorney Chris Line wrote to Superintendent Walter B. 
Gonsoulin Jr. 


“God team me” and "Iron sharpens iron, as one person 
sharpens another” look to me like religious boasting, similar 
to “One nation, under God” in the Pledge of Allegiance. 
Under God was added to the pledge when | was in 
elementary school, to promote America a godly country 
versus communist Soviet Union and Red China. 


Coach Chris Musso referred requests for comment to Gonsoulin. 


“We have received the letter from the Freedom from Religion 
Foundation, and we are reviewing it,” said a statement from 
Superintendent Gonsoulin. “However, the Jefferson County Board of 
Education is on record as fully supporting the right of its students and 
all members of the education community to pray and engage in 
voluntary religious expression in school settings.” 
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Students have the First Amendment right to be free from religious 
indoctrination in their public schools, the Freedom From Religion 
group argues.

“Religious coercion in sports programs 
unfortunately is all-too-frequent — and these violations against 
freedom of conscience need to be curbed.

Trump, who owned 40% of the company’s shares at the time of its 
debut, received more than $44 million in compensation during his time 
at the company, the Post reported.

Entertainment Resorts’ bank debt in 2009, took control of the company 
in 2014 and later helped it become a wholly owned subsidiary of Icahn 
Enterprises. 


FORBES VALUATION 


We estimate Trump’s net worth at $2.6 billion, a figure that resulted in 
the former president being removed in 2023 from the Forbes 400, 
which lists the U.S.’s 400 wealthiest billionaires. Only $413 million of 
Trump’s net worth is made up of cash and liquid assets.

Trump’s current financial troubles now stem from his legal problems, 
as the businessman has been tasked with paying a $454 million bond 
by next week in the civil fraud case against him.

abuse and defamation in two separate suits. Trump’s attorneys have 
told a state appeals court that securing a bond for the full amount is a 
“practical impossibility” and asked the court to pause the judgment 
while the case is appealed. However, in a Truth Social post conflicting 
with his attorneys’, the former president said Friday he personally has 
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$500 million in cash, adding he plans to use “a substantial amount” of 
the funds for his presidential campaign. 


WHAT TO WATCH FOR 


Trump’s $3 billion windfall after his media company goes 
public—based on DWAC’s share price—is unlikely to help him with the 
deadline to pay the $454 million bond, according to experts, who have 
noted his inability to liquidate his stake immediately and the possibility 
that lenders could see it as overvalued. Trump will be prohibited from 
selling shares in the media company for at least six months, though it’s 
possible the company board could waive the restrictions if he requests 
it. If Trump doesn’t pay the bond for his civil fraud judgment or secure 
a stay on the payment, he may have assets including his Seven 
Springs estate and the Trump National Golf Club Westchester seized. 


KEY BACKGROUND 


Years prior to Trump Entertainment Resorts’ IPO, the debt on the 
former president's holdings totaled $3.4 billion, according to the Times, 
which reported Trump’s lenders put him on a $450,000-a-month 
budget for personal and household expenses. As Trump 
Entertainment Resorts declined following its IPO, the company 
continued benefiting Trump’s personal finances. He got a $5 million 
bonus in 1996, the same year the company stock tanked 70%, the 
Wall Street Journal reported. Trump’s company faced about $1.8 
billion in debt ahead of its 2004 bankruptcy, according to the 
Washington Post.

It had been a while since I posted something at this blogspot, 
when earlier today I posted Will God, karma, etc. make Donald 
Trump president again because President Joe Biden didn't stop 
giving Israel money and munitions to devastate Gaza? 


It had been a while, because I felt I ran out of things to say, 
and America is so screwed up that I doubt even God can fix it, 
and it didn’t matter what I say, which is how I felt when I ran six 
times for mayor of Key West, three times for county commission, 
and one time for school board in the Florida Keys, as an 
independent. 


I paid the filing fees for each race. I had no campaign 
committee, no campaign workers, no vote for me signs in 
people's front yards, no newspaper, radio or television 
advertising. I did not make house calls to meet my constituents. 


I felt dragooned into something I detested. I felt it was 
egotistical and immoral to presume to run for public office. I felt 
anyone who actually wanted to hold public office was insane and 
should not be allowed to run. I felt political parties, PACs, 
campaign contributions, etc. should be outlawed. I felt the onus 
should be on the voters to dragoon candidates for public office via 
write in voting. 


I participated in candidate forums, where I consistently was 
against the grain, likewise in media interviews and on my blogs, 
goodmoorningkeywest.com and goodmorningfloridakeys.com, 
and after they went on to the cyber afterlife, 
afoolsworknevernends.blogspot.com, about half of which passed 
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on to cyber afterlife. 


There never was a candidate for public office like me in the 
Florida Keys, because no other candidate had angels known in the 
Bible telling them to run if they knew what was good for them. No 
other candidates had been turned very which way but loose and 
upside down and stood before endless mirrors by angels known in 
the Bible. No others candidates lived each day and night with this 
part of Proverbs 9:10 ever in their gut, heart, mind and soul:

Dreams last night had me down in Key West talking to Father 
Stephen Braddock, a Catholic Priest who once ran a security 
company in New York City, and Donald Trump was one of his 
company’s clients. In Key West, Steve was fully involved in trying 
to help homeless people turn their lives around. He ran Florida 
Keys Outreach Coalition’s halfway houses. 


In 2003, I ran ran out of money again and was living in a tent 
in the wetlands near the Key West airport. I contracted MRSA, a 
ruthless, life-threatening, antibiotics resistant flesh-eating 
staphylococcus bacteria that lives in Key West and Florida Keys 
waters. Near death, I went to the entry level FKOC halfway house 
and was admitted. 


The next day, I was in the city’s hospital having emergency 
surgery to carve two awful MRSA abscesses out of my groin and 
one out of my butt. I was released the next afternoon and 
returned to the FKOC shelter. The next day, Steve Braddock and 
Key West City Commissioner Bill Verge asked me if I would run 
for mayor of Key West? They said they would pay my filing fee. 


They had heard me speak many times at city commission 
meetings about how the city treated its homeless people, and 
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about other things on the city commission meeting printed 
agenda. They said they liked what I said. 


I told Steve and Bill that I would have to sleep on it. After 
sleeping on it, I told Steve that I was told in a dream that he 
should run for major. He said he had too much on his plate. I said 
I needed to sleep on it again. I was told in a dream to accept 
Steve and Bill's offer, and I told Steve that. They gave me money 
for the filing fee and I filed with the local election office. 


That night in my sleep, I was told in a dream, “If you know 
what's good for you, you will do everything you can to get Jimmy 
Weekly reelected.” Jimmy was the incumbent mayor. He had 
pissed off some people and it was thought he might not be 
reelected. However, he was sympathetic to homeless peoples' 
plight. 


Later that day, I rode my bicycle through a city park where 
there was a seafood festival in progress and Jimmy was there and 
told him what I had dreamed and for him to be prepared for me 
breaking that news. 


A few days later, I attended the first candidate forum, hosted 
by the Key West Business Guild, which was started by the city’s 
LBGTQ community, which was not happy with Jimmy, even 
though he had gone to Washington, D.C. to participate in a 
LBGTQ march. 


The first candidate to arrive at the forum, I was asked to draw 
a straw to see when I would get to introduce myself. I drew the 
longest straw, meaning I got to go first. 


When the forum moderator introduced me and handed me a 
microphone, I looked at the audience and said I detest politics 
and am running because God told me in a dream to run, and 
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what are you all thinking, talking about not voting for Jimmy 
Weekly, who has been so supportive of your community? Jimmy 
knows he made some mistakes, and he made adjustments, and 
you should vote for him. 


When the forum ended, a lot of people in the audience 


introduced themselves to me and thanked me for what I had said. 


The LBGTQ community made up about 20 percent of Key 
West's voting population. The election was over, but it took a few 
more candidate forums before the voters said it was over. 


By then, I was pretty sure Steve Braddock was gay. He and Bill 
Verge did not seem thrilled with how I went about it, but through 
several terms as Mayor, and after he term-limited out, as a city 
commissioner, Jimmy Weekly remained sympathetic to the city’s 
homeless people, while the city government and city police and 
city residents grew increasing hostile toward the city’s homeless 
people, as they worshipped their homeless savior Jesus Christ. 


Yesterday, I saw on CNN that former Democrat Robert F. 
Kennedy, Jr, the 70-year-old son of Democrat President John F.

Christian nationalists embrace Trump as their savior — will 
they be his? 


Christians opposed to infidelity and immorality have 
embraced a thrice-married man who can’t name a single 
Bible verse 
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A thrice-married man who refers to the Eucharist as a “little 
cracker”, was apparently unable to name a single Bible verse 
and says he has never asked God for forgiveness was always 
an unlikely hero for the most conservative Christians in the 
US. 


But in both 2016 and 2020, Donald Trump resoundingly won 
the vote of white evangelicals. Now, with Trump having 
almost certainly secured the Republican nomination for 2024 
and eyeing a return to the White House, his campaign is 
doubling down on religious imagery, securing the evangelical 
base and signaling sympathies with Christian nationalism. 


Indeed, the former US president’s relationship with the 
religious right has deepened so much that Trump is now 
comfortable with comparing himself to their messiah. 


“And on June 14, 1946, God looked down on his planned 
paradise, and said: `I need a caretaker” booms a video that 
Trump shared on his Truth Social account, and that has been 
played at some of his rallies. 


“So God gave us Trump.” 


The video, made by Dilley Meme Team, a group of Trump 
supporters, continues: 


“God said: ‘I need somebody willing to get up before dawn, 
fix this country, work all day, fight the Marxists, eat supper, 
then go to the Oval Office and stay up past midnight at a 
meeting of the heads of state.’ So God made Trump.” 


To some, it is a baffling pairing. Evangelicals, who typically 
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adhere to a literal reading of the Bible and, theoretically, 
follow a strict code that opposes infidelity, immorality and 
abortion and is critical of same-sex relationships, seem an 
odd match-up with a man like Trump. 


But the pairing has had benefits for both parties: Trump got 
elected in 2016, and evangelicals got a conservative supreme 
court that has already overturned the Roe v Wade ruling, 
which enshrined a constitutional right to abortion. 


Now, Trump is believing the hype he’s received from some on 
the religious right: that he has been chosen, or anointed, by 
God himself. 


He has increasingly begun to lean into the rightwing social 
conservatism that white evangelicals - who make up 14% of 
Americans - favor. That was clear in February, when Trump 
spoke at the National Religious Broadcasters convention 
(NRBC), a gathering of the kind of conservative Christians 
who lead mega-churches, host televangelist shows and claim 
to receive prophecies from God. 


Trump said in that address that there was an “anti-Christian 
bias” in the US, and promised that he would create a 
taskforce to investigate “discrimination, harassment and 
persecution against Christians in America”. 


While Trump easily won the white evangelical vote in his 
previous two presidential elections, Kristin Du Mez, a 
professor of history and gender studies at Calvin University 
whose research focuses on the intersection of gender, religion 
and politics, said this election cycle sees him leaning even 
further into this appeal. 
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Du Mez said his speech at the NRBC was “a new level we 
haven't often seen”. 


“He was promising [the evangelical audience] power, but in 
much more explicit terms,” she said. “And he was really 
leaning into this language of culture wars, of religious wars: 
that he was going to protect their interests and protect their 
power against the enemies - against fellow Americans, 
against liberals, against the enemies who were trying to 
persecute Christians, who were persecuting Christians.” 


The “God made Trump” video is not the only example of 
Trump seeing himself as a deity. On 25 March, Trump said on 
his Truth Social account that he had received the following 
message from a supporter: 


“It’s ironic that Christ walked through His greatest 
persecution the very week they are trying to steal your 
property from you.” 


It follows Trump sharing a fake court sketch in late 2023, 
published during Trump’s fraud trial in New York, which shows 
him seated beside Jesus Christ. 


About 85% of white evangelical Protestant voters who 
frequently attend religious services voted for Trump in 2020, 
Pew Research found, as did 81% of those who attend less 
frequently. 


Securing, and adding to, that vote could be key to a Trump 


victory. Du Mez pointed to research by the Public Religion 
Research Institute that shows how crucial the evangelical 
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vote is in swing states. Evangelicals make up about a quarter 
of residents in Georgia and North Carolina, 16% of the 
population in Pennsylvania and about 12% of voters in 
Wisconsin. 


..SO the Guardian won’t cover this election like a reality show. 
With so much at stake, support fiercely independent, 
reader-funded journalism — it only takes a minute. 


Biden beat Trump in all but North Carolina in 2020. Given the 
lack of enthusiasm for both candidates, both men are 
desperate to win every possible vote in what is expected to 
be a tight election. 


It helps Trump that evangelicals feel under attack. Since 
2015, he has told his supporters that they are looked down 
on by liberal elites, and that their rights are threatened. That 
same message resonates with some religious voters, Du Mez 
said, who could also resent the mockery of Trump’s imagining 
himself as Jesus Christ. 


“It only reinforces the scripts that they’ve been handed, 
which is that the left is out to get you and they are mocking 
and they have no respect for your faith,” Du Mez said. 


While Trump has long enjoyed popularity among evangelicals, 
and has been courted by leaders including televangelists and 
pastors at mega-churches, this is the first election cycle in 
which he has been confident enough to compare himself to 
Jesus Christ. So, what’s changed? 


Trump “has been getting this message from these folks for 
years now”, said Matthew D Taylor, author of The Violent Take 
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It by Force: The Christian Movement That Is Threatening Our 
Democracy, recalling the sight of evangelical leaders praying 
over Trump during his time in office. 


The thirst for Trump as a biblical figure can be traced to the 
unique way he ascended to become an evangelical favorite, 
Taylor said: when he launched his campaign in June 2015, 
few in “respectable evangelical circles” wanted anything to do 
with the brash, twice-divorced, self-proclaimed billionaire. 


It made sense. This was a man who, during his first 
presidential campaign, memorably misnamed the body of 
Christ, and while at church put cash in a plate that is meant 
to hold the communion. During his early forays into religious 
outreach, Trump was asked to name his favorite verse in the 
Bible, and couldn’t name one - asked again three weeks 
later, he named one that doesn’t exist. 


He enlisted Paula White as his spiritual adviser, and charged 
her with bringing the evangelical elites onboard. The problem 
was that White, herself a thrice-married multimillionaire who 
preaches the idea that God will bestow wealth on his 
followers, didn’t move in those circles. 


Taylor noted that White’s allies were among fellow prosperity 
gospel preachers and “new apostolic reformation leaders” - a 
movement that seeks to inject Christianity into politics, the 
judiciary, the media and business. 


“These folks were really on the margins not only of American 
Christianity, but of American evangelicals. They were seen as 
kind of lowbrow and prosperity gospel types and 
televangelists. They were seen as kind of a laughable sector 
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of evangelicalism in respectable evangelical circles,” Taylor 
Said. 


As Trump won primary elections in state after state, the 
respectable evangelicals were able to overcome their moral 
objections to him being the Republican candidate. 


But by this point, Trump’s main advisers were cemented as 
the type of religious leaders once scoffed at by the religious 
elites. Trump continued to rely on the Paula Whites of this 
world, and the more far-out religious leaders won influence — 
and are set to have even more if he wins in 2024. 


“Those are the type of people I think Trump would be 
bringing in to help shape policy, help shape identity,” Taylor 
Said. 


“These aren’t the kind of people who are policy wonks, but 
there are Christian nationalists who have very clear agenda 
items, especially on topics like abortion, on topics like 
support for Israel, on topics like religious freedom, on topics 
such as LGBTQ +rights. 


“Trump has surrounded himself and has brought into his 
White House advisers echelons some very, very extreme 
Christian voices. And he seems to be at the very least playing 
footsie with them, if not overtly endorsing some of their 
ideas.” 


This bodes poorly for a Trump second term, when abortion 
rights, the rights of LGBTQ+ people and even the right to 
access IVF treatment could come under attack. 
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There are also warning signs, Taylor said, should Trump again 
refuse to concede the election - and if his supporters once 
more interpret his rhetoric as a call to attack the home of US 
democracy. 


Trump’s religious Supporters were among those at the Capitol 
during the January 6 insurrection. Taylor said he was seeing 
“more and more of this cross-pollination between far-right 
and even overtly racist elements and these spiritual warriors”. 


“When you are mixing white nationalism and neo-Nazi ideas 
with very heavy religious fervor and processes, that is a very, 
very dangerous mix,” Taylor said. 


“Because it’s encouraging more and more people to do 
extraordinary things, if they feel like their country is slipping 
away from them.” 


The Brits ought to know, since once upon a time, Americans 


did extraordinary things to rid themselves of their brutal British 
king.

Ebola. But IT takes much longer. 


In the past | ran ten times for local public office, claiming God told me 
to run, if | Knew what was good for me. 


| detested politics, but | was dragooned in a dream to roll up my 
sleeves and dive into that raunchy sewer. So, | dove. 


| never came close to winning, so | didn’t have to ask for a recount. 


| always was the minority report, out of the box, the pissant, some 
might say. 


But, my goodness, it actually was some fun, when | wasn’t moaning 
about it. 


| named my good morning blogs in salute to the VERY SUBVERSIVE 
“Good Morning Vietnam” movie, may Robin Williams, the Vietnam war 
dead and those blogs all rest in peace. 


It was many years after that war that | considered JFK, RFK, MLK and 
Malcom X all got shot dead after they came out against America at 
war in Vietnam. 


| had a pretty big reader following at my blogs. 
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| spoke hundreds of times at city and county commission meetings, 
school board and other local government meetings. 


| got quoted in local newspapers, one of which likened me to Don 
Quixote in an editorial cartoon. 


| got interviewed by local radio and TV stations. 


| gave real estate developers and their lawyers and their captured city 
and county commissioners hell, and then some. 


But dang, | never dreamed of having my own Wonder Bread truck 
radio station. 


| don’t now recall how | stumbled across you and instantly recognized 
a fellow kamikaze pilot, balls to the wall, no sacred cow left un-poked, 
skewered, drone-missiled. 


And to beat all, you are a POET! 
The SCANDAL! 


Once upon a time, when | lived in Boulder, Colorado, | met a woman 
disc jockey in Salt Lake City, who had her own morning call in show.

my year and a half with Judge Allgood. | sat many times in his chambers, 
listening to him, federal prosecutors and criminal defense lawyers discuss 
cases. | watched former Alabama Attorney General Richmond Flowers be 
prosecuted for political shenanigans and convicted by a jury before Judge 
Allgood. | think I can fairly say, compared to Donald Trump, Richmond 
Flowers was Jesus Christ.

Serving as both Chairman of the Senate Intelligence Committee and 
the 9/11 Commission Hearings Bob Graham was privy to information 
and national secrets that perhaps less than 100 Americans were 
aware of.

President George W. Bush was obsessed with the Iraqi dictator

Graham found the courage to find a way to share how members of 
the Bush White House had lied to him and by extension the American 
people. The array of false pretense included not only the run-up to the 
Iraq invasion, but perhaps more importantly insight on who actually 
planned and supported the 9/11 Attack on the WTC and the Pentagon.

“snowflakes,” Trump seemed less John Wayne and more “Ross from 
‘Friends.’ ” 


If Trump seemed bananas during jury selection, wait until opening 
arguments. 


By the end of the week, a full jury along with alternates had been 
seated, So opening arguments are expected to begin Monday. 


And Trump will again have to be there. He'll have to be in that 
courtroom every day of the trial because that’s how it works when 
you're the defendant in a criminal case in Manhattan.

It was a CLASSIC CHOKE, one of the 
biggest ever in show business, and to top it off, he forgot to say the 
famous and mandatory line, ‘AND THE WINNER IS.’ Instead he 
stammered around as he opened the envelope.

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After graduating from the University of Alabama School of law in 
1968, | clerked for a federal judge in Birmingham, Alabama, who 
presided over every federal prosecution in the United States District 
Court for the Northern District of Alabama. | watched many federal 
prosecutions and sat in my judge's chambers listening to him, 
prosecutors and defense lawyers discuss jury trials over which he 
presided. 


If Trump’s lawyers are worth their salt, they told him that he has to 
speak only to them in court. They told him not to violate the judge’s 
gag order: that he not intimidate or threaten witnesses, jurors, 
prosecutors and their staff and their families, and the judge and his 
staff and their families. 


If Trump's lawyers are worth their salt, they told him if he ignores the 
judge’s gag order, the judge can hold him in contempt and put him in 
jail until he agrees to behave. They told him, if the judge lets him out of 
jail and back in the courtroom, and he violates the gag order again, the 
judge can put him in jail and keep him there until hell freezes over. 


Along the way, the 12 seated jurors and 6 alternate jurors will watch 
Trump very closely in the courtroom. Juries do that. They size up the 
accused. They size up the accused’s lawyers. They size up the 
prosecutors. They size up the judge. They size up the witnesses. 


After all the evidence is in, the jury hears the prosecutors and the 
defense attorneys’ closing arguments. The jury is instructed by 
the judge on the law. The jury retires and deliberates 
and decides the defendant's fate. 


The verdict for conviction must be unanimous. One juror against 
conviction can hang a jury. If the jury hangs, the prosecutor has to 
decide whether to retry the defendant or move on to something else.

| mostly was homeless from mid 2000-2005, because | ran out of money 
and was not able to make a living wage at what | knew how to do: practice 
law and write. 


| slept on the ground, on sidewalks, in doorways, on piers and beaches, 
in church backyards on Maui and then in Key West. | slept in a friend’s old 
camper on his land in Key West. | slept in a tent on a friends’ land in Key 
West and in Helen, Georgia. | slept in the homes of friends in Key West, 
Helen, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and Birmingham, Alabama. | lived in an 
apartment in Birmingham rented by a woman | had met and was in love 
with, and then | lived in her apartment in Helen. | lived in the Brother Bryan 
Mission in Birmingham. When sometimes | had money via a Christmas gift 
my father gave to his children, | rented an apartment until | ran out of 
money. When | got another Christmas fift, | slept in a Youth hostel in Key 
West. | slept in a tent twice in tents in the woods in Key West. | slept lots 
more nights on the ground in Key West. 


During that time, | came to know a young lawyer named Sam Kaufman, 
who today is a Key West city commissioner. We met at the request of 
homeless men | had gotten to know well, who found out | had practiced law 
and wanted me to bring a lawsuit for them in the federal courthouse in Key 
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West, to stop the city from enforcing its open container alcoholic beverages 
law only against homeless people. When Sam asked me what | thought 
about the case, | said | felt the city could not enforce the law only against 
homeless people, but | could not ask a federal judge to rule homeless 
people had a constitutional right to drink themselves to death. Sam decided 
not to take the case. 


Regardless of what some people might think or feel, regardless of 
political correctness, compassion, my experience in Maui and in Key West 
was 95 percent of people living on the street were booze addicts, and 
where they would get their next drink was the most important thing to them. 
If they had food stamp cards, they sold them at discount to people who did 
not live on the street, who used the cards to buy groceries. As time passed, 
| saw some homeless people using the street drug “spice” to their menu. | 
saw homeless people have violent physical and psychotic spasms after 
taking “spice”. 


In 2003, | lived several months in the Florida Keys Outreach Coalition 
shelter in Key West. Sam Kaufman was FKOC’s chairman of the board and 
the CEO was a Catholic Priest named Father Stephen Braddock, whom | 
also got to know. FKOC required its clients to be clean, and random booze 
and drug tests were given. We had to attend 12-Step programs daily and 
get attendance sheets signed by people leading the meetings. The angels 
running me applied the 12 Steps to me, and it was no darn fun at all, and it 
taught me the 12 Steps are a true spiritual path. | observed that FKOC’s 
clients had a high relapse rate. | still drank some beer back then, when | 
could afford it, but not when | was in the FKOC program. 


A homeless man, who had a tent in the woods near the Key West airport, 
where | also had a tent, explained his job to me. About 10 p.m. each night, 
he rode his bicycle into Key West and roamed the streets and side streets 
looking for pennies, nickels, dimes, quarters and cigarette butts on the 
ground. Beer money and tobacco for rolling his own cigarettes. Around 3 
a.m., he did it again. 
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Another homeless man | knew, who lived in a tent, was approached by 
his childhood friends, who invited him to come home with them, they would 
get him a place to live, get him a job, get him back on his feet. They asked 
me what | thought? I said it was a good gesture, but he might not go for it. 
He went with them, had a great time, then told them he wanted to go back 
to Key West. 


In 2004, Sam Kaufman and | convinced the Key West City Commission 
that if they did not stop having their police arrest homeless people for 
sleeping outside at night, we would put them in federal court in Key West 
under the Pottinger v. Miami case, in which a federal judge had ruled the 
City of Miami could not use its police to try to run homeless people out of 
the city by arresting and jailing them for life-sustaining activities, such as 
sleeping and cooking food outside. The Pottinger court ruled prohibiting 
those life-sustaining activities was cruel and unusual punishment prohibited 
by Amendment 8, U.S. Constitution. Sam would bring a class action in the 
Key West federal court, which was in the same federal district as the 
federal court in the Pottinger case, and | would be one of the named 
plaintiffs. 


That led to the Key West City Commission building an overnight 
homeless shelter on Stock Island, named KOTS, next to the Monroe 
County Sheriff Department and Detention Center. At different stretches of 
times, | slept nights in KOTS. Eventually, | was banned for life from KOTS, 
because of what | wrote on at my goodmorningkeywest.com blog about 
KOTS and the people running it, and because the people running KOTS 
said | threatened to kill homeless people at my blog. What | wrote was i 
thought long term homeless addicts would be better off dead, than 
continuing to use and be homeless. 


Twice | attended homeless conferences in Key West. 


The first conference, 2014 perhaps, was sponsored by the city and 
county governments. There was a great deal of talk, but nobody had any 
solutions, because there were no solutions. | recommended Key West build 
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its own drunk tank and put its homeless addicts in there to cool off, instead 
of put them in the Sheriff's jail or the local hospital on Stock Island. Seemed 
sensible to me, but not to anyone else. 


The next homeless conference, 2015 perhaps, was sponsored by FKOC 
and a public service law firm on the Florida mainland. One man on the 
panel of homeless experts said he was a lawyer who was homeless. The 
other panelists had never been homeless. Their pitch was “housing first’. 
Put homeless people into free housing, then help them turn their lives 
around. | told them FKOC was already doing that for homeless people who 
weren't using their drug of choice. But as for the city and county 
government building new housing, there was no available land for it, and 
the scarce land that the state government allowed new building permits 
was out-of-sight expensive and gobbled up by real estate developers. | said 
putting addicts in free housing would not work out well for the landlords. | 
did not ask the panel of experts why they had not done their homework? 


By and by, the federal court in Miami dismissed the Pottinger case, 
because there was no longer any need for it in Miami, which had tried the 
housing first approach, and it had not worked. Same had happened in Salt 
Lake City. And in other cities. 


By the time | left Key West in 2018, the city’s police were using its no 
camping ordinance to prevent homeless people from sitting or lying on 
towels or blankets on the ground, although tourists were allowed to do that 
the city’s beaches. Homeless people were being arrested for hanging out 
around shopping centers. Homeless people banned for life from the city’s 
homeless shelter were being arrested and put in the sheriff's jail. His jail 
was the city’s second homeless shelter, for which the city paid nothing. 


In that context, | read online yesterday that the United States Supreme 
Court has accepted a case arising out of Grants Pass, Oregon, which looks 
to me a lot like the Pottinger case. | have no clue how SOTUS will rule, but 
however it rules, it will not solve the growing homeless roles in America. 
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Perhaps the Christian Justices will consider that they think the most famous 
homeless person in world history saved them- Jesus. 


Below is a comprehensive article about that case, which covers the 
basics, but offers no solution, because there is no solution. As for me, but 
for inheritance from my father, | would be homeless, or dead.

Supreme Court to hear case on criminal penalties for 
homelessness

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Grants Pass, Ore. has enforced ordinances that bar the use of 
blankets, pillows, and even cardboard boxes while sleeping within the 
city.

The Supreme Court will hear oral argument on Monday in a case that 
one legal expert has called the “most important Supreme Court case 
about homelessness in at least 40 years.” The issue before the court 
is the constitutionality of ordinances in an Oregon town that bar people 
who are homeless from using blankets, pillows, or cardboard boxes for 
protection from the elements while sleeping within the city limits. 
Defending the ordinances, the city contends that the laws simply bar 
camping on public property by everyone. But the challengers in the 
case counter that the ordinances effectively make it a crime to be 
homeless in the city. 
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The court's ruling could have a significant impact not only in the small 
city of Grants Pass, Oregon, whose ordinances are being challenged, 
but in cities across the United States, where similar laws have 
proliferated. The “camping ban” model of legislation has been adopted 
more widely in recent years as state and local governments try to 
grapple with double-digit increases in the number of people who are 
homeless. Data released by the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development indicated that more than 600,000 people in the 
United States were homeless on a single night in 2023. 


The dispute before the court on Monday comes to the justices from 
Grants Pass, a city of just under 40,000 people in southwestern 
Oregon. With a vacancy rate of one percent and essentially no 
affordable housing, the city has as many as 600 people experiencing 
homelessness. The chief operating officer of a nonprofit in the county 
where the city is located that serves people who are homeless said in 
a declaration submitted in the case that almost all of the people who 
are homeless and live in the city do so involuntarily. “There is simply 
no place in Grants Pass for them to find affordable housing or shelter. 
They are not choosing to live on the street or in the woods,” the 
nonprofit COO said. 


At a 2013 city council meeting to discuss possible solutions to the 
city’s homelessness problem, the city council president suggesting 
“mak[ing] it uncomfortable enough for [homeless people] in our city so 
they will want to move on down the road.” The city decided to increase 
enforcement of ordinances that bar the use of blankets, pillows, and 
even cardboard boxes while sleeping within the city. 


The ordinances impose a $295 fine for violations; the fine increases to 
$537.60 if it is not paid. After two citations, police in Grants Pass can 
issue an order that bans the individual from city property; a violation of 
that order exposes the individual to a conviction on criminal trespass 
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charges, which carry penalties of up to 30 days in jail and a $1250 
fine. 


In 2018, the U.S. Court of Appeals for the 9th Circuit ruled in Martin v. 
City of Boise that the Eighth Amendment's ban on cruel and unusual 
punishment bars the imposition of criminal penalties for sitting or 
sleeping outside by people experiencing homelessness who do not 
have access to shelter. 


Shortly after the court’s ruling in the Boise case, John Logan and 
Gloria Johnson (along with Debra Blake, who has since died) went to 
federal court in Oregon to challenge the constitutionality of the Grants 
Pass ordinances on their own behalf and on behalf of others who are 
involuntarily homeless in Grants Pass. Logan has been homeless at 
times in the city for over a decade and has sometimes slept in his 
truck outside the city so that he was not ticketed and fined for sleeping 
in the truck in the city. After she was evicted and could not find other 
housing that she could afford, Johnson slept in her van, where the 
ordinances were enforced against her on “dozens of occasions.” 


A federal district court issued a permanent injunction that barred the 
city from enforcing the ordinances at all at night and under some 
circumstances during the day. Relying on the Martin case, a 
three-judge 9th Circuit panel upheld that ruling; the full court of 
appeals denied the city’s request to rehear the case by a vote of 
14-13. The city came to the Supreme Court, which agreed earlier this 
year to weigh in. 


In its brief at the Supreme Court, the city insists that the Eighth 
Amendment regulates cruel and unusual methods of punishment; it 
does not regulate the substance of criminal offenses. “Modest” 
punishments like fines and short jail terms are not cruel and unusual, 
the city argues. The Eighth Amendment, the city contends, was 
modeled on the English Declaration of Rights, which was in turn “a 
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reaction to cruel sentencing practices under King James II.” Indeed, 
the city notes, the amendment’s ban on “excessive fines” in another 
clause indicates that fines may be imposed — they simply may not be 
excessive. Otherwise, the excessive fines clause would not be 
necessary. 


In 1962, in Robinson v. California, the city continues, the Supreme 
Court held that the Eighth Amendment's ban on cruel and unusual 
punishment prohibited the state from making it a crime simply to be a 
drug addict in California, even if there was no proof that the defendant 
had ever used drugs in the state. That is, it barred the criminalization 
of status (being a drug addict), but not conduct (possession or use of 
drugs). But, the city notes, the court explained that the state could still 
make it a crime for addicts to engage in conduct related to drugs — 
buying, selling, using, or possessing them. 


The court of appeals, the city argues, wrongly “stretched Robinson's 
narrow holding that” the cruel and unusual punishments clause 
“forbade punishing a particular status, decoupled from any conduct, 
into a sweeping constitutional rule that prohibits any punishment for 
purportedly involuntary acts that flow from a status.” But, the city 
contends, its ordinances pass muster under Robinson because they 
do not make it a crime to be homeless in the city. Instead, they only 
apply when someone has committed an affirmative act that “society 
has an interest in preventing” — in this case, “occupying a campsite on 
public property.” 


The city tells the justices that the 9th Circuit’s rulings in the Boise case 
and this one “have proved practically unworkable.” “The lack of 
constitutional foundation” for the decisions, it contends, “has thrust 
federal courts into the inappropriate role of legislating homelessness 
policy and yielded a host of complex rules that micromanage local 
governments on that pressing issue.” The city cites the difficulty of 
determining, for example, whether someone who is experiencing 
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homelessness is doing so voluntarily — for example, whether someone 
has declined to stay in a shelter because her dog would not be able to 
stay with her — as well as the difficulty of determining how many beds 
are available each night and how many people need shelter. As a 
result, the city cautions, encampments of people who are homeless 
“have multiplied unchecked throughout the West because generally 
applicable restrictions on public camping no longer play their critical 
deterrent role, resulting in spikes in violent crime, drug overdoses, 
disease, fires, and hazardous waste.” 


The challengers push back sharply against the city’s characterization 
of the ordinances at the center of the dispute and, by extension, the 
question before the justices. Although the ordinances “nominally 
prohibit camping,” they concede, the weather in Grants Pass is cold 
and rainy, so that anyone who does not have access to shelter must 
have a blanket to survive. As a result, they say, the real question 
before the court is whether the ordinances violate the Eighth 
Amendment's ban on cruel and unusual punishment “by inflicting 
punishment on the City’s homeless residents for simply existing in the 
community without access to shelter.” 


The court of appeals was correct, the challengers tell the justices, in 
holding that the answer to that question is “yes.” The Supreme Court’s 
ruling in Robinson easily disposes of this case, the challengers 
contend, because -— just like the state law in Robinson — the city’s 
ordinances punish people who are involuntarily homeless based on 
their status. 


Nothing about the lower court's ruling, the challengers maintain, 
infringes on the city’s power to address the problem of homelessness. 
Indeed, they say, the district court acknowledged that the city retains 
the “broad power’ to do so, “including whether to offer shelter options 
or other social services, whether to restrict when and where homeless 
residents may sleep, and whether to prohibit tents and clear 
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encampments.” The city can also continue to enforce its health and 
safety laws, including laws that restrict litter, bar the obstruction of 
roads, and prohibit the possession of drugs. “But just as California 
crossed the constitutional line when it criminalized simply being in the 
state while having a narcotic addiction,” the challengers emphasize, 
“punishing people for existing in the community without shelter is cruel, 
unusual, and impermissible under the Punishments Clause.” 


The $295 fine per violation increases to over $500 when not paid — 
which, the challengers say, is “devastating,” particularly when the 
increase is almost an inevitability when someone is already 
experiencing homelessness because they cannot afford shelter. Police 
can fine someone experiencing homelessness repeatedly in a short 
period of time: Debra Blake, one of the original plaintiffs in this case, 
was fined three times in one morning and, by March 2020, owed more 
than $5,000 in fines. Such a scheme can perpetuate a “cycle of 
homelessness and poverty,” the challengers add. And when people 
experiencing homelessness accrue unpaid fines, those fines can lead 
to the suspension of their driver’s licenses and lower credit scores, 
which can in turn make it more difficult for them to obtain jobs and 
housing. 


In a “friend of the court” brief, the Biden administration agrees that the 
core of the 9th Circuit’s decision in the Boise case is sound. Cities, 
U.S. Solicitor General Elizabeth Prelogar writes, cannot make it a 
crime for people experiencing homelessness who do not have access 
to shelter to reside within their limits at all. However, Prelogar stresses, 
cities can enforce restrictions to ensure the health and safety of their 
residents, including by prohibiting tents, stoves, and fires in public 
spaces and by closing encampments. 


At the same time, the Biden administration parts ways with the 
challengers by arguing that the principle outlined in Robinson requires 
an individualized inquiry into the specific circumstances of someone 
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who is homeless. It is not enough, the Biden administration suggests, 
for courts to conclude that someone is involuntarily homeless and 
therefore cannot be charged with violating the ordinances simply 
based on the ratio of people experiencing homelessness to the 
number of beds available in shelters. Such an approach, the Biden 
administration posits, “would alleviate many of the practical concerns 
that” the city and its supporters “have expressed about the effects of 
the court of appeals’ decision in Martin and this case.”

back, “Are you sure you want to open that box, Pandora?” She said, “Yes.” 
| said, “Eight.” She looked like she might need oxygen. 


The dreams also reminded me of Number 8, my homeless cowgirl in Key 
West. whose eulogy was completed Easter Sunday 2022. 


Street Law and the reluctant shaman Kari Dangler 
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Matthew 8:19-20 Then a teacher of the law came to him and said, 
“Teacher, | will follow you wherever you go.” Jesus replied, “Foxes 
have dens and birds have nests, but the Son of Man has no place to 
lay his head.” 

It occurred to me that the rape prosecution | successfully defended in 
the early 1970s, with the help of an inexperienced judge and an 
inexperienced assistant prosecutor, perhaps came back around in the 
late fall of 2015, in Key West. 

Most, but not, all of what follows, was reported on my blog, 
goodmorningkeywest.com, which died and went to heaven, or 
somewhere, in early 2017, and was replaced by 
afoolsworkenverends.blogspot.com. 


Riding my bicycle through Bayview Park one morning, | noticed an 
attractive fifty-ish woman sitting on a towel on the ground against the 
chain link fence that enclosed part of the basketball court. She had a 
daypack. | had not seen her before. She looked homeless. | kept 


going. 


The next day, she was there again. | stopped, told her my name. She 
told me her name. Kari Dangler. | asked how long she'd been 
homeless? She asked why | thought she was homeless? | said | had 
been homeless in Key West and | knew what homeless people look 
like. She said she hadn’t been homeless long. | said she wasn't 
supposed to be homeless, something was wrong. 
| was renting a room in the home of a friend and was running out of 
money, again, and was eating at the local soup kitchen each afternoon 
to save money. That same afternoon, | saw Kari at the soup kitchen 
sitting at a picnic table with a few other homeless people. There was 
an empty seat at the table and | asked if | could join them? Kari said, 
yes. That became a daily ritual. 
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at Key West soup kitchen 
One day at the soup kitchen, a homeless man started frothing at the 
mouth and went into convulsions and fell to the ground writhing. Kari 
and the other homeless people at the picnic table said the fellow had 
taken “spice”. | asked what that was? They said it was making the 
rounds in Key West, and not just among homeless people, and was 
very dangerous. 

Kari said she’d never used spice and her drug of choice was vodka. 
She smoked cigarettes. My mother smoked two packs of Pall Malls a 

day since age 15, to rebel against her Puritan parents, she told me. 

She got up each morning drinking screwdrivers - orange juice and 

vodka - and went to bed drinking them. My father, too. 
My mother cured me of smoking even one cigarette. She died of lung 
cancer during my 2nd year of law school. By the time | met Kari, | was 
intolerant to any form of alcoholic beverage. One glass of red wine at 
dinner caused my gut to scream in a few hours and my liver to scream 
even louder the next day. 
Eventually, | would wonder if Kari was a chance for me to work 
through unresolved issues with my mother, especially? Before that 
crystal ball arrived, | found myself attracted to her. 
Kari could be funny as hell. 
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She had been around, clearly. | had no clue just how much around. 
Walking to our bicycles after lunch at the soup kitchen one afternoon, | 
said that | wondered what it would be like to be in a bed with her? 
Kari said she once had a nickname for a job - Cowgirl. 


Cowgirl? 
Yes, an escort 
No shit? 
No shit. 

Kari said it was the idea of the fellow she had lived with on Key Largo. 
She had business cards made with her name, Cowgirl, and phone 
number. They put the word out. Lonely older men on Key Largo and 
down to the middle Florida Keys called and her boyfriend drove her to 
their home, since Kari usually was too full of vodka to drive. Kari said 
the older, lonely men wanted to pay her $1,000 to talk, and when she 
offered to take off her clothes, they said they just wanted someone to 
talk with. 

A call came when Kari’s boyfriend had something else to do, and Kari 
drove herself to the clients home in Islamorada. (My father had owned 
a home in Islamorada from 1963-2001.) Kari got there, hung out with 
the client for a few hours, got paid, then drove back to Key Largo 
home and got arrested for D.U.I. by a sheriff deputy. Kari was taken to 
the jail on Plantation Key. Some of her Cowgirl cards were on the car 
console and one was mailed to her mother by someone. Kari lost her 
driver’s license. 

Kari told me a lot about her growing up in Missouri, and afterward. For 
the first few years of her life, she thought her grandparents were her 
parents and her mother was her older sister. Her grandmother told her 
she was distantly descended from Jesse James. 

At age five, Kari was kicked in the face by a horse in their pasture, and 
somehow survived that. 

When Kari was eleven, she baby sat some neighbors’ small child, 
whose older brother took off Kari's clothes and licked her private parts. 
Just afterward, the parents returned home. The father wrote Kari a 
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$5,000 check to say nothing. She declined the check and fled home 
and told no one. 

Kari's mother and her stepfather she came to view as her father, 
raised quarter horses and competed in rodeos and won often. Kari 
became a high school rodeo champion. She was a star on her high 

school basketball team. She was president of her high school student 
body. 

After one rodeo, a Native American elder approached Kari and said he 
was impressed at how she and her horse were one. He told her he 
was a shaman, and they met some times and he told her what it was 
like to be a shaman, including he was celibate. He taught her some 
shaman rituals. 

Kari got caught smoking cigarettes and was kicked off the high school 
basketball team. She got caught drinking liquor and lost her college 
scholarship. 

Kari ran with cowboys and cowgirls. She had sex with some cowboys. 
Kari started dating a proper fellow and they didn’t have sex because 
they wanted to save it for when they got married. There was a big 
wedding, bridesmaids, etc. They went to his home afterward and got 
undressed and that’s when she learned he had a defective penis and 
could not have sexual intercourse with her, despite them trying for 
several years. 

The inevitable infidelity and divorce came. 

Kari took up with a back US Army combat veteran, whom she loved. 
She got pregnant. Pressured by her parents, she got an abortion and 
took it very hard. 

Kari took art courses in a local college and drew people’s portraits and 
made a living at that. She saw her subjects’ auras. She sometimes 
saw things in the auras that disturbed her. 

Kari saw in the aura of a good friend she was drawing, that the friend 
was really sick and needed to see a doctor. Kari did not tell her friend, 

who soon died. Kari was freaked out and gave up her art. 
Kari met a fellow named David Dangler, passing through in a 
motorhome. He told her about his nice home in Orlando and his 
Mercedes. 
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Karis parents liked the motor home. David asked them how much 
cash they had to spare? They said something like $35,000. He sold it 
to them for that sum. Soon after, the motorhome fell apart. 

By then, Kari had moved to Orlando with David, whose Mercedes was 
quite old and his nice home was in the low rent district. But she loved 
him, and she liked Florida a lot better than she liked Missouri. 


Kari was David's trophy wife. They went out drinking a lot. David 
traveled a lot to disaster areas, getting paid by FEMA to help provide 
housing for disaster victims. 

Kari got pregnant. Baby girl Loni arrived when David was working in 
California. Kari was very sick from a rough delivery. She was not 
producing breast milk. She was too weak to get out of bed and get to 
Loni's crib. 

Kari’s mother was en route to see her new granddaughter. She 
couldn't get anyone to come to the door. She got help, they broke in 
and found Kari and Loni just in the nick of time to save them both. 
Kars father wanted to kill David. 

Kari then got a sense that David was ripping off FEMA and said 
something to him about that. David drove Kari to Key Largo and 
dumped her on US 1 with a few dollars, and left. 
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Perhaps an angel had a man meet Kari and take her to his home, 
where she would become his girlfriend and look after him and his 
crippled son? That is not a ridiculous query. When | knew Kari in Key 
West, she reported quite a few times that angels just showed up in 
front of her and told her something about herself. 

David Dangler went for full custody of Loni, based on Kari’s drinking. A 
child therapist testified in the Plantation Key courthouse that Loni had 
used anatomical dolls to show what David was doing with her when 
they took showers together. The Plantation Key judge gave David full 
custody. (In Alabama, a judge would have given Loni to Family 
Services.) 

Kari went to rehab, dried out, and then attended AA meetings on Key 
Largo. In time, she was leading AA meetings. 

Kari had supervised visitation with Loni, it was a long drive to central 
Florida. 

David disappeared with Loni, to where Kari knew not. 

Losing Loni unhinged Kari, she started drinking again. 

It got in the news that David was charged with ripping FEMA off for 
more than $30 million, after Hurricane Katrina smacked New Orleans. 
It was thought David fled to Honduras, where he eventually died. Kari 

heard David was killed. She heard he committed suicide. Kari felt 

cheated, David was the only person she ever wanted to shoot. 
Kari and her Key Largo boyfriend took in a local fisherman, who had 
lost his son and was having a very rough go. He was supposed to pay 
rent with fresh fish, but he seldom did and he drank a lot. 

One evening, the fisherman hid Kari’s bottle of vodka, which really got 
her worked up. He got into it, arguing with Kari’s boyfriend in the 
kitchen, and yanked the refrigerator door nearly off its hinges. 

The boyfriend was unable to get the fisherman to behave and went 
somewhere else in the house. Kari went into her and her boyfriend’s 
bedroom and got his Colt Python revolver, which was not loaded. She 
called 911, but when the dispatcher came on the line, Kari hung up. 
Keri went to the kitchen and waved the gun at the fisherman and told 
him to leave the house. He went outside and Kari saw a sheriff cruiser 
coming and she went back inside. 
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Two deputies heard the fisherman’s story about being threatened with 
a gun. They asked Kari’s boyfriend if he knew anything about that? He 
said, no. They went with him to the bedroom to get the gun, where 
Kari had returned it. 

The deputies asked Kari if she had threatened the fisherman with the 
gun? She said she had waved it at him, because he was drunk out of 
control, had argued violently with her boyfriend, and had wrecked the 
refrigerator door. 

(In Alabama, people could use lethal force to defend where they live. 
In another part of Florida, a white guy named George Zimmerman had 
shot and killed a black kid he was stalking, after the black kid jumped 
Zimmerman and he suddenly feared for his life and shot in self 
defense and was acquitted by a jury.) 

The deputies told Kari there was an empty shell in the gun. Kari said 
she had used the gun some time before to shoot at a loud frog in the 
swimming pool behind the house. 

The deputies told the drunk tenant to sleep it off that night in his car in 
the home's driveway, and to leave and come back to the house to pick 
up his belongings only after making arrangements with the house 
owner. 

The deputies charged Kari with aggravated assault, while intoxicated, 
and with discharging a firearm in the city limits. They took Kari to the 
Plantation Key jail, from which she was transported to the sheriff's very 
large main jail on Stock Island, the next island above Key West.

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mug shot after attempting to defend boyfriend's home 
Shortly afterward, Kari’s boyfriend and his crippled son died about a 
week or two apart. Kari had no home. She was homeless. 
Kari was appointed an assistant public defender based on Plantation 
Key, who himself had gotten outed in the local newspapers for getting 
drunk at a party and getting in his car and driving it on US 1 and losing 
control and plunging into the mangroves and the ocean. His lawyers 
were using every trick in the book to stall and get him off. Kari was 
apprised of that by her mother, who had googled the assistant public 
defender online. 
The assistant public defender leaned hard on Kari to plead guilty and 
get put on probation, when he himself should have been prosecuted 
for wantonly driving his car on US 1 and putting everyone else on the 
road at mortal risk - aggravated assault with a deadly weapon. 

Kari took a plea and was put on probation. A condition of her probation 
was that she not drink alcohol. She was released from the jail on Stock 
Island, to be homeless in Key West. She slept nights in the homeless 
shelter next to the Sheriff's jail. 

She did volunteer work at the shelter, washing towels and sheets. 
Then, she was banned from the shelter for life. Right after that, | met 
her in Bayview Park. She was sleeping nights on the ground 
somewhere she hoped city police would not find her. Homeless people 
called where they slept nights outside, their hidey hole, and they didn't 
tell anyone where it was. 

Kari told me she had caught scabies from towels or sheets at the 
shelter and she was given a cream containing ivermectin to treat it. 
Kari said the shelter didn't want to impose social distancing. Nor did 

the shelter want publicity about scabies. 
Kari and | spent a few nights in a motel. 
Kari's probation was violated by her probation officer, because she 
was drinking vodka and failed a pee test. 
| started itching all over my body and went to a dermatologist who 
diagnosed scabies and prescribed me the same ivermectin cream, 
which would take care of it in time. The doctor told me Kari had 
scabies, too, and the jail should treat her for it. Kari was in the jail 
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infirmary and heard medical staff and the infirmary doctor decide not to 
treat her for scabies, because if they did, | would report it on my blog. | 
reported all of that on my blog. 
Kari often reported thinking about me and suddenly having an orgasm 
while she was surrounded by female inmates. Kari reported dreaming 
nearly every night of she and | having mad passionate sex. That would 
continue for as long as | knew her. As would her having dreams about 
me, which helped me navigate the really weird dramas | seemed to 
attract like a powerful magnet. 
| visited Kari about 5 days a week in the jail. By then, | was sleeping 
nights in the homeless shelter, which had been built some years 
before, because my Key West lawyer and friend Sam Kaufman (now a 
city commissioner) and | had threatened to put the city in federal court, 
if its police did not stop arresting homeless people for sleeping outside 
at night. 

A federal case, Pottinger v. City of Miami, had held that Miami could 
not deny its homeless people essential life functions, such as cooking 
food, using the toilet and sleeping, to try to make them leave Miami. 
The same federal court had jurisdiction of Key West and there was a 
federal courthouse in Key West. 

While living at the shelter, | made a public information request to see 
Kari’s file at the shelter. After a lot of runaround, | finally was shown 
two thin files. There was nothing in either file explaining what Kari did 
to get banned for life, nor was there anything in either file saying she 
was banned for life. There was nothing in her file about her having 
caught scabies there. 
| reported all of that on my blog, and | described unpleasant stuff going 
on at the shelter. | published several times that homeless people, who 
kept drinking and/or drugging, would be better off dead, than to 
continue living that way. | was accused of threatening to kill homeless 
people, and was banned from the shelter for life. 
| found Loni on Facebook and started private messaging her links to 
my blog posts about Kari. By and by, Loni messaged me, said she had 
read every post about Kari. She was coming to Fort Lauderdale with 
her boyfriend to attend one of her best friend's funerals. She wanted to 
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drive down to the jail afterward to visit Kari. It was all set. Then, Loni 
changed her mind. | begged her to reconsider, to no avail. 

After Kari was released from jail, she started applying ivermectin 
cream to her body, which was prescribed by the local indigent medical 
clinic. The creme was too weak to treat her feet, which were swollen, 

crusted over, and looked sort of like horse hooves. 

A friend of mine ordered veterinary level liquid ivermectin online. | got 
a gallon bucket and filled it with water and poured chlorine bleach in it, 
and Kari soaked each foot in that for half an hour. The next day, we 
used ivermectin and water for the foot soak. And the next day, and the 
next day. Kari's feet began to heal. After about a month, her feet 
looked like feet. | reported all of that on my blog. 

Kari was harassed continually by city police for trespassing in 
shopping centers, sleeping outside at night, and for camping, sitting on 
a towel on the ground. The towel made it camping. She was jailed a 
few times, and a judge gave her time served, until the next time he 
saw her. 
| had telephone conversations with Kari’s probation officer, who came 
to like me. In time, she said probation was not working, because Kari 
would not stop drinking vodka, and that was costing the probation 
office, the local criminal justice system, and the courts a lot of time and 
money. 
| lobbied the assistant state attorney on Plantation Key, where Kari’s 
felony case lay, to ask the judge there to terminate Kari’s probation at 
the recommendation of her probation officer. 

The assistant public defender didn’t want any more to do with Kari, 
and the Public Defender asked the State of Florida to appoint Kari a 
special counsel, which the State did. | explained the probation 
termination solution to the special counsel. 

Kari and | rode the Key West shuttle bus up US 1 to Marathon, and 
then another shuttle bus to the Plantation Key courthouse. The 
probation officer there did not know what was going on. | told her and 
she went back to her office and got Kari’s file and came back to the 
courthouse. 
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The probation officer told the judge why the Probation Office wanted 
Kari’s probation terminated. The special counsel made the same 
argument. The assistant state attorney made the same argument. The 
judge was irked, said he was being asked to reward Kari for bad 
behavior, but he terminated her probation. (The same judge had given 
David Dangler full custody of Loni.) 

Now, Kari could drink without fear of being put in jail. 

Nope. 

Key West had an open container ordinance, which was only enforced 
against homeless people. The sheriffs jail was the city’s de facto 
homeless shelter/drunk tank. | published that on my blog, and if there 
was no booze in Key West, the city's economy would crash. 

Yet, how many times had | upset homeless people by declining to file 
a lawsuit for them against Key West for selective enforcement of the 
open container ordinance? When | first met Sam Kaufman in 2001, he 
was looking at filing such a lawsuit and asked me what | thought? | 
said | could not bring myself to ask a judge to make it legal for 
homeless people to drink themselves to death. Sam didn't file the 
lawsuit. 

The Key West police department was not thrilled with what | was 
reporting at my blog about what all was happening between their 
police officers and Kari. 

Kari reported one incident when she was not arrested but threatened 
physically and verbally. | made a public information request for the 
body cams and was told by the police department's public 
spokesperson that it was coming, only to have her quite distressed tell 
me the cams were destroyed by the officers and they were receiving 
counseling. 

The police department was not happy, either, that | was sleeping 
nights in its front lobby, because | had nowhere else to sleep at night. 
That was reported in the Key West Citizen, and the spokesperson was 
quoted as saying | had to be allowed to sleep somewhere, if | was not 
allowed to sleep at the homeless shelter. 
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Kari didn't trust law enforcement and refused to sleep nights in the 
police station. She slept nights on the ground somewhere she hoped 
city police would not find her. 

Kari had a Metro cell phone and we talked often in that way, and we 
visited when she still had the energy to pedal her bicycle somewhere 
we could be without being harassed by city police, or | pedaled my 
bicycle to where she was and we had a modest meal at a local 
restaurant. 

City police officers kept arresting Kari for camping, or trespass, or 
open container, and putting her in jail. | kept writing about that on my 
blog. Sam Kaufman helped Kari in some of her cases, but he did not 
do anything as a city commissioner to try to stop city police from 
harassing and jailing Kari for being homeless. 

An unauthorized practice of law complaint was filed against me with 
the Florida State Bar. Posts about Kari from 
afoolworkneverends.blogspot.com were cited as evidence | was 
practicing law in Florida without a license. 

A Bar investigator attorney contacted me, asked if | was practicing law 
in Key West? | said, no. Was | giving people legal advice? | said lay 
people give people legal advice all the time; President Trump gives 
people legal advice. Was | charging money for advising people? | said, 
no. The investigator attorney closed the file. 
| don't remember if | told the investigator attorney that | practiced law 
ongoing in God's Courtroom, where | and everyone else involved was 
on trial. 

Quite a few times | wrote at my blog, in God's eyes, we're all 
homeless. 

In late August 2017, Hurricane Irma charged from Africa straight at 
Key West. My older daughter and her mother conspired to get me out 
of Key West to Alabama. Kari did not have such guardian angels. 
Kari called me one morning and said when she woke up around dawn, 
she saw two huge arms and hands come down from the sky and 
nudge Irma slightly eastward. 

Just before Irma hammered Key West and likely killed Kari, who was 
trapped there, and lots of other people, Irma turned slightly eastward 
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and presented only her clean (weak) side to Key West. 20 miles up US 
1 through Islamorada were devastated by Irma. 

Kari had found shelter - miraculously - in an open bathroom in the 
breezeway of an evacuated motel on North Roosevelt Boulevard. The 
door opened outward. While the strong winds howled and a 3-foot tidal 

surge covered that part of Key West, Kari was safe in the bathroom. 

| published that at my blog, and that an angel steered Irma slightly 
eastward to save Kari Dangler’s life. If she was not there, Irma would 
have wrecked Key West. 
| wrote at my blog that the City of Key West should thank God by 
giving Kari a free apartment, a monthly stipend, and a key to the city. 
Instead, city police kept harassing Kari and putting her in the sheriff's 
jail on Stock Island. 
Covid-19 came. Kari was holed up with a man friend in a Florida City 
motel. Only essential service providers could get into the Florida Keys 
through the sheriff's roadblock. Kari told me of her and the man getting 
really sick. Respiratory, they could hardly breathe and move. It 
sounded like Covid-19. It lasted a couple of weeks. Then, they took 
covid tests offered by a traveling ambulance and were negative. 
The man got upset with Kari because she didn’t want to have sex with 
him. He gave her a deadline to leave. | told the sheriff about Kari's 
dilemma. He said Kari could not return to the Keys, she might be 
infected. A Key West homeless friend with a car bearing Key West 
license tags drove to the motel and picked up Kari and sheriff deputies 
allowed them into the Keys. 
Kari returned to where she had hung out on North Roosevelt 
Boulevard. She wore a mask everywhere, as per city covid-rules. City 
police kept harassing her and putting her in jail, which had a covid 
epidemic. 
Last fall, Karis father died. Her mother asked her to come home. 
Karis Greyhound bus came through Birmingham and we visited about 
15 minutes in the bus terminal. 
It was not easy for Kari or her mother. Kari’s drinking did not help. Her 
mother tried to get me to have Kari live with me. | knew that would not 
work, and my dreams strongly agreed. 
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Kari kept reporting her and me having passionate sex in her night 
dreams. 
Kari kept reporting her dreams about me, which helped me navigate 
the very strange experiences | seemed to attract like a giant magnet. 
Kari reported many dreams and visions of her earlier life experiences 
and people she had known. Some flashbacks were pleasant, some 
disturbed her greatly. | told her she was having a life review, and to the 
extent she completed it, she would not have it in the afterlife. 
Kari’s mother started pushing Kari to leave, even though Kari had no 
place to go, but to live on the streets of Key West. 
Kari told me of a dream in which | was speaking to a large audience of 
rabbits, whose ears were tilted toward me. 
Then, Kari reported a dream in which | was on a black horse, shooting 
rabbits. 
| didn't hear from Kari for two days. 
Kari' s mother texted me that Kari had a massive seizure and died 
(because going back to Key West would be oblivion). 
Kari left without seeing Loni and her children. 
A friend of mine, who had gotten to know Kari somewhat on the 
telephone, sent me this email: 
I'm sitting, with my friend Kari, at a small table on a patio just 
outside of a door on the side of a charmingly beautiful small 
cottage. There are flowers all around - some in pots, some 
planted. The patio is made of large irregularly shaped, attractive, 
paving stones. | comment on the loveliness of the patio and the 
house and ask her "How did you find this wonderful place"? Kari 
replies, "| had to leave where | was." With her comment, | find 
myself suddenly stark awake. 
Not bad heavenly digs for a convicted felon, vodka addict, street 
person, who had not attended church in a very long time. 
Just me thinking. If I lived in Key West, | would be worried about the 
next big one not being nudged slightly eastward. 
| would be worried, not only because Kari clearly was very special to 
God, but also because, many years before | met Kari, the Key West 
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City Commission made “We are all created equal members of One 
Human Family” its official philosophy - unless we are homeless. 
| would be worried, because Kari told me of several shaman rituals 
she performed while she was in Key West, and | saw the effect, 
pleasant or not, those rituals had on the situations involved. 
| would be worried, because the citizens of Key West chipped in and 
built an $18,000,000 Taj Mahal homeless animal shelter, but the city 
did not build a city commission-approved decent shelter for its 
homeless people, to replace the rat trap shelter the city built in 2004 
after my lawyer friend Sam Kaufman and | threatened to put the city 
into federal court for not letting homeless people sleep outside. 
After reading the above, the friend who told me of her dream about 
Kari in the afterlife, emailed: 
Sloan, this is somehow beautiful. Regardless of the challenges 
and horrors Kari faced in life, she was a delightful, strong, 
beautiful, and courageous Old Soul. | wish she could have come 
to terms with and acceptance of her gifts as a Seer. Through our 
many discussions of the multitude of ways intuition and "knowing" 
present, and that in my opinion, such knowing, visions, messages 
and intuitions are a gift and a blessing | would never want to be 
without, she just could not seem to become comfortable with the 
idea. So many questions she had. | believe all of that is at least 
partially responsible for her reliance on vodka. An attempt to tone 
down and quiet what she encountered intuitively and anomalously 
without vodka muting the full bore experience. 
| miss her terribly and our often deep thoughtful discussions. She 


accepted life as it came at her in a manner and with resilience 
that amazed me, and opened me to viewing the world differently. 
| hope and believe she is at peace and perhaps thriving in 
another realm of being finally. The dream meeting with her | 
believe confirms that. 
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| called my friend and told her that | thought all along that two things in 
Kari's youth derailed her. 


The first was not telling her parents what the neighbor's son did to her 
when she babysat his younger sister. After that, Kari had a habit of 
folding when she should speak out. 


The second thing was what my friend wrote above. After Kari turned 
away from the gift God gave her, doors to hell opened in her life. 


Yet, if those doors had not opened, | would not have met Kari and 
seven years of my life would have been really boring, and | would be a 
lot poorer in the soul sense. 


That night, Good Friday, a huge electrical storm came into Birmingham 
and there was lightning and thunder for several hours. Historically, 
such storms heralded major change coming my way. 


The next night, a woman told me in a dream that | was operating very 
shallow. Then, Kari told her that | had "more noise to make". 


Then my heart was seized and began heaving, and | bawled my eyes, 
heart and guts out. That had happened twice before, when it looked 
like | had lost Kari and was trying to get on with my life without her. 
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Those photos were taken in early 2016 by an old friend of Kari's in 
Fort Zachary State Park. The friend was down from Miami for a few 
days. Zero chance that meeting was coincidence. 


| really hoped it would somehow work out and Kari and | would be a 
couple. We sure tried. But it was not meant for us to be a couple in the 
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traditional way. But, my goodness, did we have lots of adventures, 
including many days at For Zach, feeding mourning doves with 
sunflower seeds | bought at the Dollar Store. We had doves lighting on 
our heads, arms, legs, eating sunflower seeds out of our palms. 


| never told Kari that, before she went to live with her mother, | was 
told in my sleep by a female voice that | would have a companion who 
would not have to come back (reincarnate). 


Kari's last two dreams about me helped me see that | put her down to 
free her from her suffering. | wished she took me with her. My soul 
mate, my wife. | miss her terribly. 


What we did together during the seven years we knew each other 
echoes in Eternity. | hope we are there together. 


| considered naming her eulogy, "The Reluctant Shaman Kari 
Dangler." 


It is completed on Easter Sunday, 2022.

America's former president Donald Trump is selling his own red, white 
and blue Bibles for personal profit, claiming God sent him to save America 
from the evil Democrats. 


American evangelicals believe God sent Trump to save them from the 
evil Democrats, who are conducting witch hunts against him, while the cold 
hard truth is, if Donald Trump was a woman in Colonial America, he would 
be burned at the stake as a fornicating apostate witch.

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It's quiet here in the early morning and no one’s around—just the way | 
like it. I’m sitting on a bench, sipping black coffee on an old dock, 
looking out over the ancient lake. | watch with an incredible sense of 
serenity as the fog dies out with the rising sun. There’s a peculiar 
stillness here in these early hours. 

The sky grows lighter and lighter. A subtle breeze makes small ripples 
in the water. The fish jump and splash, the birds chirp and flutter, and 
everything seems joyful and harmonious. The great hum of life. 
Behind me, the world is not so joyous and harmonious. 

Behind me is a society I, too, belong to—a society teetering on the 
edge of all-out madness. We, the people, seem to be half-asleep at 
the wheel and completely entangled in a web of false narratives and 
social delusions. Our semiconscious society of disenfranchised people 
is at war with each other over manufactured illusions and irrational 
beliefs.

He’s still 
right—probably more so today. 

As the morning unfolds, the commotion begins much like it did the day 
before. Alarm clocks fire off. The TV’s flick-on and the news prompt us 
as to what we should be afraid of today. Antagonizing headlines heave 


us into a partisan frenzy before we even step foot in the shower. No 
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one cares too much_about the TRUTH because our minds are already 
made up. 

This is the modern world. 

The water splashes the face. The coffee is brewed. The social media 
is checked and updated and the emails are read over breakfast. Tired 
and heavily medicated souls make their way onto the billboard-littered 
highway to inch along in bumper-to-bumper traffic to a job they 
despise. 

The kids are dropped off at their prison-like education camps, where 
they are segregated by age and forced to submit to an outdated 
national curriculum concocted by some inept bureaucratic process. 
Here, the inherent curiosities of little unique individuals are smashed 
out, and their little minds are molded and standardized and taught the 
“virtue” of conformity and obedience. 

They become much like ourselves—well-adjusted disciples of the 
status quo, well-fed but inwardly starving, and spiritually depleted by a 
senseless haste that seems to be required to function in modern 
culture. 

| sit here in complete solitude as an accomplice to the new born day. 
The rising sun, with its trembling rays, seep into my eyes. The morning 
chill dissipates along with the warmth of my coffee. A cardinal sings on 
the wood railing of the old dock. | breathe in the pure air of a fresh 
dawn. 

| read somewhere recently that more than 99 percent of all organisms 


that have ever lived on Earth are now extinct. And yet, here | am, 


246 


alive, and it’s good to be alive. But so many of us take it for granted — 
this miracle of breath, this accidental thing we call LIFE. 

Sitting here | can’t help but look up at the skies and ask — what the 
hell is happening to us as a species? 

Most of the big cities are uninhabitable. Our communities have all but 
disintegrated as the pockets of our overlords have fattened. The vast 
array of self-help books that fly off the shelves daily haven’t helped us 
all too much. Money and an abundance of toys and possessions 
haven't made us happy. The filters on our posing faces can’t disguise 
the truth of mortality. 

Everyone is afraid. This once beautiful land is now a land of dread. 
Something is ending. We are at the precipice of something none of us 
understand. 

How did we get here? 

How did we arrive at a point in the United States where unbridled 
consumerism, endless war, vast surveillance, addiction, conformity, 
obesity, illiteracy, loneliness, victimhood, bitterness, infinite division, 
mindless entertainment, and an insatiable appetite for OUTRAGE 
came to be the defining characteristics of American civilization? 
Looking around you can’t help but feel this grave, disquieting anxiety 
slithering all through our culture. A recent article revealed that a third 
of adults right now in the United States are walking around ina 


concussion-like daze due to stress and lack of sleep. 


More than three in five Americans are feeling lonelier than ever before. 


Suicide is one of the most persistent causes of death among young 
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people. Obesity, depression, and anxiety rule our days. Chronic 


disease is rampant along with various kinds of addictions. 44% of 
older millennials already have a chronic health condition. Nearly 70 
percent of Americans are taking at least one prescribed medication 
and half are taking more than one. 

As Richard Yates wrote in his brilliantly intense mid-20th century 
novel, Revolutionary Road, “You're painfully alive in a drugged and 
dying culture.” Indeed, we are. 

Look at us. 

Woven nicely into the fabric of a sick society, plagued with an aching 
sense of emptiness and self-entitlement, passions snuffed out by the 
nine-to-five or no work at all, no time for voyages and adventure, too 
timid and afraid to live creatively and authentically — just good folks 
splashing around in the shallows as the pills are gulped down and the 
lights slowly dim. 

Author, journalist, and one of the most fiercely lyrical, no-nonsense 
writers of our time, the late great Charles Bowden, had his finger on 


the pulse of our whimpering nation when he wrote: 


We are an exceptional model of the human race. We no longer 
know how to produce food. We no longer can heal ourselves. We 
no longer raise our young.We have forgotten the names of the 
stars, fail to notice the phases of the moon. We do not know the 


plants and they no longer protect us. 
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We tell ourselves we are the most powerful specimens of our kind 
who have ever lived. But when the lights are off we are helpless. 
We cannot move without traffic signals. We must attend classes 
in order to learn by rote numbered steps toward love or how to 
breast-feed our baby. We justify anything, anything at all by the 


need to maintain our way of life. 


And then we go to the doctor and tell the professionals we have 


no life. 


We have a simple test for making decisions: our way of life, which 
we cleverly call our standard of living, must not change except to 
grow yet more grand. We have a simple reality we live with each 


and every day: our way Of life is killing us. 


Is this life? — this apathetic mode of existence that we’ve created for 
ourselves? Living at odds with nature, at odds with our natural 
instincts, unable to cultivate a connection with our own spirit, forever in 
exile from our own being? 

Is this it? 

To live in a kind of forgetful fog while letting ourselves be dominated 
and pushed around by the whims of these institutional-minded bigwigs 
and so-called experts? 

To keep buying and consuming our way toward this phantom idea of 
happiness? To work soul-sickening jobs to keep up the illusion of 
success? To be given the miracle of breath only to become life-long 


servants to the myriad of rules and dictates imposed from the outside? 
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Is it any wonder why so many of us live lives of quiet desperation, as 
Thoreau noticed? 

Are we the society that George Orwell warned about so many decades 
ago? A society “marching forward in perfect unity, all thinking the same 
thoughts and shouting the same slogans, perpetually working, fighting, 
triumphing, persecuting — three hundred million people all with the 
same face.” 

Seems we’re mighty close. All the ingredients are here — rampant 
fear, anger, ignorance, blind obedience, feverish consumerism, and 
immense resentment. 

We are people who have turned the elemental emotions that make us 
human beings — fear, anxiety, sadness — into “illnesses” and 
“disorders” that must be “managed” and “treated” by an ocean of 
pharmaceuticals rather than taking the necessary measures to get 
down to the root of it. As Dr. Gabor Maté once reminded us, “The 
attempt to escape from pain, is what creates more pain.” 

You can't help but see it in the eyes and hear it in the voices — the 
despair, the fear, the animosity. A society of weaklings walking on 
eggshells, afraid to speak, afraid to offend, afraid to live. A society of 
indignant complainers and fraudulent do-gooders and sanctimonious 
political hacks strapped with a fanatical biased worldview constantly 
projecting their inner shortcomings onto the fruitful. 

Somehow, this is the world we've created for ourselves — it’s our 
way of life. We all see it. We know something is severely off in today’s 


overly-managed society. Everyone is angry and divided because 
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everything is politicized, and no one seems to care too much about the 
insidious narrative that has been fed to us since birth. 

We've lost the appetite for LIFE long ago. 

Instead, we're eaten alive by our own self-righteous concepts. 
Because so many of us have neglected our inner lives, we’ve become 
deluded slaves to our surroundings, blindly giving allegiance to the 
fear-soaked narratives of our “drugged and dying culture.” 


Bowden again: 


“... we are all on a train and it is racing toward a bridge that is out 
but no one on the train cares because they are busy arguing 
about train security measures or who gets to sit in which car or 
whether the train is only for people or whether the train is only for 
one sex or the other or maybe the train should be divided up 
according to race or language or religion and still the train races 
toward the bridge that is gone, races toward some chasm that will 
shatter it and so the people argue and do not care that their 


behavior means that they can never reach the future.” 


Now what? What do we have to do to “break the mold,” as they say? 
Is there an escape hatch, or are we all destined for the looming 
chasm? 

| surely haven’t found the answer to that question. Perhaps there is no 
answer, or maybe it’s too late. 

One thing is pretty clear, though — there’s no Department of 


“whatever,” or a coalition, or some half-smiling partisan handshake 
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coming to set things right. No one is coming to save you or the world 
you inhabit. No one is responsible for the affirmation of your life. Only 
YOU. 

It’s on each of us to untangle ourselves from the fear-ridden narratives 
of our deathbed culture. It’s on us to live beyond our limited, 
fragmentary selves— the job, the labels, the nation, the race, the 
sexuality, the politics, etc., and come into full possession of our inner 
drives, the fire within. 

And | know nobody wants to hear it. We seem to need labels and 
categories to function in this society. We need other people or some 
irrelevant institution to tell us how to live—the politician, the law, some 
guru, the preacher. Very few people want to take on the responsibility 
of their own consciousness, their own brief, miraculous existence on 
this godforsaken planet. 

But it’s the only way. 


As the French philosopher and novelist Jean-Paul Sartre reminded us: 


“Man can will nothing unless he has first understood that he must 
count on no one but himself; that he is alone, abandoned on earth 
in the midst of his infinite responsibilities, without help, with no 

other aim than the one he sets himself, with no other destiny than 


the one he forges for himself on this earth.” 


We must awaken and deepen our understanding of the world we live 
in. The essential task is to provoke a radical sense of self-awareness 


and transform our passions into action. We must live LIFE directed by 
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our own real interests as unique human beings rather than becoming 
subjects of external causes who never possess the “true 
acquiescence” of our spirit, as Spinoza put it. 

Becoming free, or at least as free within the contingencies of our 
finitude, results from intense awareness, effort, and extreme courage. 
Erich Fromm explained that “in order to achieve this freedom man 
must become aware of those forces which act behind his back and 
determine him...If you remain blind and do not make the utmost 
efforts, you will lose your freedom.” 

| want to end once again with the inquiring words of the great Charles 


Bowden: 


“Imagine the problem is not some syndrome of our society that 
can be solved by commissions or laws or a redistribution of what 


we call wealth. 


Imagine that it goes deeper, right to the core of what we call our 
civilization and that no one outside of ourselves can effect real 
change, that our civilization, our governments are sick and that 
we are mentally ill and spiritually dead and that all our issues and 


crises are symptoms of this deeper sickness... 


Imagine that the problem is not that we are powerless or that we 
are victims but that we have lost the fire and belief and courage to 


act.”

unhinged me that | was never able to fit myself in to the plans my parents 
and their parents and | had made for me, and | went off and had an entirely 
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different life about which | wrote many books, which are free reads at the 
internet library, archive.org, thanks to Bob. 


| had told Bob of sometimes feeling that metaphysical experiences with 
my son actually were experiences with what | was raised to call the son of 
God, Jesus in the Gospels. 


Yesterday evening was pretty topsy turvy, and | was not feeling well, and 
around 8 pm | laid down on my bed wondering if, given my experience 
while watching The Vikings, my time was up? 


Around 3 a.m. this morning, | woke up and texted Bob: 


Fell asleep on my bed around 8 p.m., wondering if my time was up? | 
awoke around 3 a.m. out of a dream in which | was the new police 
chief in some town on or near the Florida Gulf coast. | told a woman | 
was a lawyer, who didn’t charge money. 


I’m wondering what that’s about? My novel Heavy Wait: A Strange 
Tale is set in Birmingham, Port. St. Joe, Apalachicola, and St. George 
Island. | wrote it in 2001 in the Helen, Georgia library on one of their 
desktop computers in 2001. After | was done writing it, | met my Helen, 
Georgia friend JE while | was hitchhiking. He loved the tale. He was on 
St. George Island recently. 


Heavy Wait is about a Birmingham lawyer named Riley Strange and two 
very different women, who look like twin sisters. They have some seriously 
intense experiences with God, and with church people, who think they 
know everything there is to know about God. 


After texting Bob, | crawled out of bed and looked at my email and saw:

Regrettably, all my life was lived as a lukewarm Christian. It was only 
recently | discovered biblical seminars on YouTube.

| am pretty sure | dreamed about you about an hour ago, and | woke 
up thinking the dream might be about my novel Heavy Wait: A Strange 
Tale, not for the faint of heart, a free read at the free internet library, 
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archive.org. The redneck heroine in that tale had some really awful 
experiences in her backwoods Christian family, including being raped 
repeatedly by one of her brothers and being make out to be crazy by 
her family, after she started talking about it, and she got locked up and 
fortunately the psychiatrist didn’t believe her family entirely. But she 
needed a great deal more help than the psychiatrist could provide, and 
that’s where the hero came into the story, after his heart had been 
ripped out of him and run though a wood chipper by the love his his life 
suddenly dying and he had his own time with a psychiatrist in a facility, 
who figured out there was something a lot bigger than psychiatry going 
on with his patient. 

Heavy Wait fell out of me in about 6 weeks on a public library 
computer in Helen, Georgia. | was homeless, and the library let me 
use one of its desktops to write the tale, which very definitely is not for 
the faint of heart, and was not entirely all made up. The Preface tells 
how | was led by the Spirit to write the tale. 

Last year, | wrote Heavy Wait’s sequel, Return of the Strange. Also not 
for the faint of heart. 

Both novels are free reads at the free internet library, archive.org, 
which is run and funded by American colleges. You might be asked if 
you are sure you want to open that website, which is used by people 
all over the world to read out of print books and books by authors who 
offer their books for free. The free library’s digitized books can be read 
in at least 33 languages, including English. 

To bring up my dozen or so books, enter Sloan Bashinsky in the 
search space and press Enter, and icon links for the books come up 
and clicking on their icon opens them. My books are averaging about 
10,000 complete reads, per book, per month. 

My books at archive.org, and my Susttaack writings, and my blogs, 
granffossil.blogspot.com, 
redneckmysticlawyerforpresident,.blogspot.com, and 
afoolsworkneverends.blogspot,com, are for grown ups. 

| tell Christians, to the extent they live as Jesus in the Gospels lived, 
they are saved by him, and they should not forget he said in the 
Gospels, many are called, but few are chosen, and they should not 
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forget he did not baptize in water, but in fire and spirit he baptized, 
and that was the baptism he lived in the Gospels, and how people live 
is far more important than what they say and believe. 

| wrote to you elsewhere that | was grabbed by Jesus and Michael in 
early 1987, after | had figured out that church Christianity and the New 
Age and moving out west had not helped me, and | was desperate and 
prayed to God to help me and offered my life to human service. 

How those two grabbed me was, they woke me up in the wee hours 
and | saw them hovering above me in the darkness, but did not know 
who they were, but | thought they were angels, white, shaped like 
shifts, no wings that | saw, and | heard, “This will push you to your 
limits, but you asked for it, and we are going to give it to you," and | 
saw a white flash and was physically and otherwise jolted by 
something electrical, and that happened two more times, and | was 
sweating and shaking in my body, and the two faded out, and that was 
how it started. 

The changes came slowly at first. | was moved to another city, met a 
new woman, and had a vision about writing a book about practicing 
law in a new way, and | tried to write the book and wrote garbage 
many times, but eventually stuff happened and | actually did start 
writing the book, and the two used that process and various editors | 
was provided to force me to take many long hard looks at myself in the 
mirror, and one fearless and searching moral personal inventory after 
another became the core of the discipline, still in progress at 81 years 
and climbing. 

| experienced many wondrous things, a number of what sure looked 
like miracles to me. | was ever aware of the two’s presence, via 
dreams, revelations, ah has, body and sensory sensations, some were 
brutal- corrections, spankings, redirections, etc. Eventually, the two 
were joined by what | called Rosa Myytca. Then came Melchizedek, 
and then Kali, in the Hindu tradition. | learned Kali really doesn’t care 
for how men think. 

| was told it is very easy to mistake Lucifer for the Holy Spirit, and | 
was given many experiences to show me why that was true, inside of 
me and outside of me, in other people, in the world’s goings on. Every 
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person has a demonic twin, and coming to terms with that is part of the 
journey. Jesus wrestled with his demonic twin in the wilderness and 
thereafter, but that is not discussed in churches, where the Devil is 
pleased to hide in plain view, but is notseen usually. 

| was sent into churches and various other situations, and then into 
politics. | came to view everywhere | was, | was in church, which is 
how it was for Jesus in the Gospels, and for Paul, and Peter, and for 
other disciples known in the Gospels and not known there. A number 
of disciples were women, the most prominent was Mary Magdalene, 
Jesus’s wife, mother of his child, but you’ll never get Christendom to 
acknowledge that. Every person in Christendom should read the book, 
Holy Blood, Holy Grail, which is about their child and its bloodline. 

In 1992, as | recall, this came to me from very far away, very slowly.

In 1999, | was told to read the Letter to the Hebrews, which generally 
is viewed as being written by an unknown author. | was told 
Magdalene wrote it, and she did not put her name on it, because it 
was known that no man would read anything a woman said or wrote 
about God, Jesus, etc. Hebrews was written to Jews who had 
accepted Christ, but had fallen back to their old ways, because the 
discipline was so rugged. They were told they should be teaching, they 
should be eating meat, but they were still drinking milk. They were 
urged to return to the cleansing of the Lord, which | was experiencing 
in spades at that point of time in my life, and it was awful, and it was 
completely beyond the ken of psychiatry, medicine and church 
Christianity. Hebrews is about being turned into a priest after the Order 
Melchizedek forever, in which Order Jesus is high priest. That 
priesthood is recognized in the Catholic, Episcopal, Lutheran and 
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Mormon sects, but is not really understood by anyone in those sects, 
who does not experience the training. Women are just as welcome as 
men in that training, which is about dying and becoming someone else 
entirely. 


In Judaism, the Spirit of God is called Shekinah, female gender. 
Christendom made the Holy Spirit male. In the Old Testament, 
Wisdom is assigned the female gender. In the Old Testament is said, 
fear of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom. The Star of David is the 
universal symbol of the Melchizedek Order. Jesus was a Jew. Jewish 
men in that day had a solemn duty to God, to marry and make 
children. There is nothing in Paul’s letters about him being married or 
having children. He preached men were above women in relationship 
to Christ. He preached celibacy. His thorn in the flesh was he was gay, 
and every woman around him knew it. 


Judas, who also was of the Order Melchizedek, did precisely what 
Jesus asked him to do.

It’s Sunday, after | watched for a week on TV America’s most well known 
Bible salesman’s pecker on trial in a New York City courtroom, 
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and America's Roman Catholic president still helping Israel do this in Gaza 
and trying to start World War III in the Middle East. 
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Sometimes | get into stuff because it interests me, sometimes because 
I’m bored, sometimes because I’m feeling mischievous, sometimes 
because something a heck of a lot bigger and smarter than me arranged it.

Moore 
acknowledged that he may have approached and dated teenagers 
while he was in his 30s, but denied sexually assaulting anyone. "!!"®! 
President Donald Trump endorsed Moore a week before the 
election,'"! after which some Republicans withdrew their opposition to 
Moore. Democrat Doug Jones won the election, becoming the first 
Democrat since 1992 to win a U.S. Senate seat in Alabama.!"7! 
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Moore's political views have been characterized as far-right and 
Christian nationalist." He has attracted national media attention and 
controversy over his views on race, homosexuality, transgender 
people, and Islam, his belief that Christianity should order public 
policy, "^" and his past ties to neo-Confederate and white-nationalist 
groups." ANANA Moore was a leading voice in the "birther" 
movement, which promoted the false claim that president Barack 
Obama was not born in the United States.”

The Kent State shootings (also known as the May 4 massacre and 
the Kent State massacre!!!) were the killing of four and wounding 
of nine unarmed college students by the Ohio National Guard on the 
Kent State University campus. The shootings took place on May 4, 
1970, during a rally opposing the expanding involvement of the 
Vietnam War into Cambodia by United States military forces as well as 
protesting the National Guard presence on campus and the draft. 


Twenty-eight National Guard soldiers fired about 67 rounds over 13 
seconds, killing four students and wounding nine others, one of whom 
suffered permanent paralysis. Students Allison Krause, 19, Jeffrey 
Glenn Miller, 20, and Sandra Lee Scheuer, 20, died on the scene, 
while William Knox Schroeder, 19, was pronounced dead at Robinson 
Memorial Hospital in nearby Ravenna shortly afterward. 


Krause and Miller were among the more than 300 students who 
gathered to protest the expansion of the Cambodian campaign, which 
President Richard Nixon had announced in an April 30 television 
address. Scheuer and Schroeder were in the crowd of several 
hundred others who had been observing the proceedings more than 
300 feet (91 m) from the firing line; like most observers, they watched 
the protest during a break between their classes. 


The shootings triggered immediate and massive outrage on campuses 
around the country. It increased participation in the student strike that 
began on May 1. Ultimately, more than 4 million students participated 
in organized walk-outs at hundreds of universities, colleges, and high 
schools. The shootings and the strike affected public opinion at an 
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already socially contentious time over the role of the United States in 
the Vietnam War. "® 


Eight of the shooters were charged with depriving the students of their 
civil rights, but were acquitted in a bench trial. The trial judge stated, "It 
is vital that state and National Guard officials not regard this decision 
as authorizing or approving the use of force against demonstrators, 
whatever the occasion of the issue involved. Such use of force is, and 
was, deplorable."!"! 


Most Vietnam war demonstrations were peaceful, except for an 
organization called The Weathermen.

The Weather Underground was a far-left Marxist militant organization 
first active in 1969, founded on the Ann Arbor campus of the University 
of Michigan. Originally known as the Weathermen, the group was 
organized as a faction of Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 
national leadership."! Officially known as the Weather Underground 
Organization(WUO) beginning in 1970, the group's express political 
goal was to create a revolutionary party to overthrow the United States 
government, which WUO believed to be imperialist. 


The FBI described the WUO as a domestic terrorist group,”! with 
revolutionary positions characterized by Black Power and opposition to 
the Vietnam War."! The WUO took part in domestic attacks such as 
the jailbreak of Timothy Leary in 1970.515! The "Days of Rage" was the 
WUO's first riot in October 1969 in Chicago, timed to coincide with the 
trial of the Chicago Seven. In 1970, the group issued a "Declaration of 
a State of War" against the United States government under the name 
"Weather Underground Organization." 


In the 1970s, the WUO conducted a bombing campaign targeting 
government buildings and several banks. Some attacks were 
preceded by evacuation warnings, along with threats identifying the 
particular matter that the attack was intended to protest. Three 
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members of the group were killed in an accidental Greenwich Village 
townhouse explosion, but none were killed in any of the bombings. 
The WUO communiqué issued in connection with the bombing of the 
United States Capitol on March 1, 1971, indicated that it was "in 
protest of the U.S. invasion of Laos". The WUO asserted that its May 
19, 1972 bombing of the Pentagon was "in retaliation for the U.S. 
bombing raid in Hanoi". The WUO announced that its January 29, 
1975 bombing of the United States Department of State building was 
"in response to the escalation in Vietnam". M!S! 


The WUO began to disintegrate after the United States reached a 
peace accord in Vietnam in 1973,!h29° needed and it was defunct by 
1977. Some members of the WUO joined the May 19th Communist 
Organization and continued their activities until that group disbanded 
in 1985. 


The group took its name from Bob Dylan's lyric "You don't need a 
weatherman to know which way the wind blows", from the song 
"Subterranean Homesick Blues" (1965)."”! That Dylan line was also 
the title of a position paper distributed at an SDS convention in 
Chicago on June 18, 1969. This founding document called for a "White 
fighting force" to be allied with the "Black Liberation Movement" and 
other radical movements"! to achieve "the destruction of U.S.

In 1999, | took up with a woman from Ohio, who said she was one of the 
Kent State students sitting on the ground protesting the war in Vietnam 
when the Ohio National Guard opened fire on them. She and the other 
students who were not shot jumped up and ran away in a pod being 
chased by the Guardsmen. She veered left and the pod went right and she 
escaped. She was so disturbed that she joined the Weathermen and 
carried explosives in her daypack for them to different locations on the Ohio 
State campus. After a while, she decided that was not right for her and she 
quit doing it and burrowed in and kept her head down. While we were 
together, she was terrified of police, as a result of the Kent State shooting. 
She was the Muse and the model for Willa Sue Jenkins in my novel HEAVY 
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WAIT: A Strange Tale, now a free read at the internet library, archive.org. 
https://archive.org/details/sellingyourhomewOOOObash 


Here are other juicy morsels about the Vietnam war, which never made it 
into American history books. 


While | was a student at the University of Alabama School of Law, 
married men such as myself became exposed to the Vietnam war draft. My 
wife got pregnant and they weren't drafting fathers. My son was born and in 
the seventh week he died of what then was called crib death. | went back 
and forth between applying for a student deferment, which meant inducted 
upon graduation, joining the U.S. Marine Corps, or doing nothing and 
seeing if | would be drafted by the war draft lottery. 


Finally, | drove from Tuscaloosa to Birmingham and filled out an 
application for a student deferment at the Draft Board. About two weeks 
later, my wife realized she was pregnant. | drove back to the Draft Board 
and told the woman behind the desk, who helped me before, what had 
happened, and could | undo the deferment? She said the deferment was 
irrevocable. She walked over to a green filing cabinet and opened it and 
pulled out my file and opened it to show me whatl had signed, and said 
some mistake had been made. | asked, what mistake? She said | signed 
the wrong form and would have to apply again for a deferment. | laughed 
and said | would keep my father deferment and walked out of their feeling 
like the weight of the world had been lifted off me by God. 


Many years later, | met a woman online, who after reading about that at 
my blog, said she’d heard many stories of that happening at that draft 
board, where her husband’s mother had worked, and she thought it was 
her mother-in-law who was behind it. | did not ask her if her mother in law 
might have done it for white boys, but not for black boys. Dr. King and 
Malcom X viewed the Vietnam war as a rich white American man’s war, 
which it was. As was every American war after that. 
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In 1988, my father invited me to attend a Downtown Birmingham Rotary 
Club luncheon with him. This was a top shelf club, its members were 
prominent or children of prominent members. The guest speaker was the 
CEO (or President or Executive Director) of the National Geographic 
magazine. His topic was "Getting to Know Our Neighbors." He said the 
Geographic had come to think many conflicts between nations were 
caused, at least in part, by people not knowing much about people in other 
countries. He said a study had revealed that 95 percent of American high 
school and college students could not locate Vietnam on a map. 


After the man from the Geographic finished his talk, he invited questions, 
The first question was, "Did the Geographic have a position on the Vietnam 
war?" The speaker said the Geographic had correspondents in Saigon, 
where there was a huge street demonstration of people carrying posters 
begging America to save them. The posters were in English. That 
demonstration was seen all over American television. It swung American 
sentiment from against to for American military intervention in South 
Vietnam. 


The speaker said the Geographic's correspondents spoke Vietnamese 
and they interviewed many of the demonstrators, who said they had been 
paid money by the Saigon government to demonstrate and carry the 
posters. The demonstrators did not speak English and did not know what 
was on the posters or why they were demonstrating. The speaker said the 
Geographic did some digging and learned the money for the demonstration 
had been paid by American corporations and the U.S. Government. 


You could have heard a pin drop in the Rotary Club. Many of the older 
members, including my father, were World War Il combat veterans. My 
father looked like he was going to throw up. He had never liked the Vietnam 
war. He said nothing about what the speaker had said, nor during the drive 
back to where he had picked me up to go to the luncheon with him. He 
never spoke of it later.

In the spring of 2005, | joined a "Seekers" group, who met weekly in the 
Unitarian Church in Key West. The church minister, who just happened to 
be from Tuscaloosa, Alabama, attended each meeting. There were about 
ten of us. We talked about on and off beat topics. 


One day, a fellow maybe 10 years my senior said he had worked for the 
CIA and was stationed with a CIA team in South Vietnam when the French 
were trying to retake Vietnam and regain access to its rubber trees and 
other natural resources. Although publicly the American government was 
backing France, his team's mission was to help Ho Chi Minh beat the 
French, so America could have access to Vietnam's rubber trees and other 
natural resources. He said Ho wanted to do business with America, but in 
the end America wanted too much. Not caring at all for Communist China, 
Ho sought the Soviet Union's help. 


The truth often is stranger than fiction. 
Back to the future.

A Lawyer’s Slide Into Psychosis Was Captured in a WSJ Profile. He 
Tells Us His Story

Rob Dart has spent a year on the streets believing people are 
trying to control him via hypnosis. 


LOS ANGELES—Rob Dart isn’t the successful lawyer and father 
who left the people who love him two years ago to follow his 
delusions. That Rob lives in the memory of friends and in family 
photos. 


This Rob, who arrives on time for our interview, is standing by the 
roadside under the blazing California sun, his eyes and hair 
competing in wildness, his grin difficult not to match. 


In the past year, this Rob has been hospitalized, shot, housed, 
unhoused, a winner and a loser in court battles. Ultimately, he 
has shed every scrap of evidence of his life before illness: his 
connections to his son, family and most friends. He wanders the 
streets of greater Los Angeles, begging for change and lying 
down to sleep when he is tired. He believes people are controlling 
him via hypnosis, activated by a headlock. 


Rob, 44, doesn't believe he is sick. He has refused treatment 
repeatedly. During a hospitalization last year, he argued remotely 
before a judge from his hospital bed that he shouldn't be 
committed. The judge agreed. 


“| did want to leave the hospital, and | did not want to take the 
medications,” Rob said. 


Rob’s situation isn’t that uncommon. Doctors said his behavior is 
consistent with anosognosia, a neurological condition in patients 
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unaware of their neurological deficit or psychiatric state. More 
than half of patients with schizophrenia and 40% of patients with 
bipolar disorder demonstrate anosognosia or severe lack of 
insight, studies show. 


They present a conundrum for society: how to balance individual 
rights with people’s basic health? Solving the nation’s 
mental-health crisis requires the participation of some people who 
don’t think they need help. 


Hundreds of people responded to a Wall Street Journal profile of 
Rob with stories of their own fights to help people lost in their own 
delusions. Some of their loved ones found stability after years of 
chaos. But many family members said they have spent decades 
living in the grief of losing someone in plain sight. 


“Is it a biochemical disorder? Is it neurodiversity? Is it 
eccentricity? And who gets to decide?” said Elyn Saks, a 
professor of law, psychology, psychiatry and behavioral sciences 
at the University of Southern California, who has schizophrenia. 


Each person experiences delusions in their own way, Saks said, 
and medication doesn't always erase them. Some people have 
delusions that last years. Others only experience delusions under 
severe stress. “Psychosis is not like an on/off switch, but a 
dimmer,” Saks said. 


Rob draws no distinction between his current and former life. 
While friends and family say mental illness has taken everything 
from him, Rob says going off his medications has added context 
and texture to his experience of life. 


“You realize you’re kind of the same person,” he said. “You just 
know more about yourself.” 
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Many states are trying to figure out how to help people like Rob. 
Nearly every state has laws allowing for court-ordered outpatient 
treatment. 


Some states are building hospitals, or moving people from 
encampments to shelters. California is creating courts for mental 
health to move people who need help off the streets and into 
treatment. California and Washington are among states that have 
expanded laws allowing civil commitment for reasons other than 
violence. 


States including Colorado and Florida recently gave people with 
mental illness extra tools to challenge commitments. 


Civil commitments have risen nationwide. But evidence that 
commitment helps people recover is lacking. There isn’t enough 
public data to track commitments and draw conclusions about 
efficacy, said David Cohen, professor of social welfare at the 
UCLA Luskin School of Public Affairs. He said doctors are too 
quick to force medication to subdue patients. 


“We try to deactivate people with antipsychotic drugs. We've lost 
the art of trying to figure out how to tackle this with the person in 
front of us,” Cohen said. 


Most patients who have been hospitalized involuntarily say they 
felt they were left out of their own treatment decisions, studies 
show. When patients participate in decisions about their care, 
outcomes are better, said Schroeder Stribling, chief executive of 
Mental Health America, a mental-health advocacy network. 


There aren’t enough practitioners to do that painstaking work. 
The U.S. has a shortage of more than 8,000 psychiatrists, leaving 
just a quarter of need met, according to KFF, the health policy 
research organization. The gap is even wider for people with 
psychotic disorders, who are treated by specialists in even 
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shorter supply, mental-health professionals said. California needs 
51 inpatient psychiatric beds per 100,000 adults, a 2021 Rand 
study found. The state has 15. 


Patients are often asked to choose between their delusions and 
taking medications that leave them with tremors, sedation and 
sexual dysfunction. Rob said his medications made him gain 
weight. “It made me more afraid, less assertive, less confident,” 
he said. “Who wants to feel like that?” 


He weaned himself off the drugs. 


Rob slips lightly from cogency to delusion and back again. Over 
lunch at a diner, Rob talked about books and movies. About the 
pandemic, and working from home, and how inconsistent 
Starbucks employees are about free water and bathroom access. 
He’s funny. He asked enough probing questions to nearly derail 
the interview. 


After nearly two hours, Rob looked up with a flash of 
self-consciousness. “Has the interview gone on too long?” he 
asked. 


When he talked about the people working to destroy him, his grin 
vanished. He said he wants to get back to being a lawyer and 
believes people have taken his intellectual property. 


He has refused to see his mother and sister. He believes they are 
among the people colluding to erase his memories. But he said 
he sometimes thinks about reconnecting with loved ones. “I’m not 
sure exactly how,” he said.

Thanks for sending me this very interesting article. The most 
interesting part to this former lawyer who became homeless is the 
former lawyer in the article who became homeless persuaded a judge 
to release him from a psych ward, because he didn’t want to be there 
taking psych meds, with which | once was all too familiar. 


For 16 months, starting early 1997, my pills were prescribed for me by 
psychiatrists who had never taken the pills themselves and thus they 
had no clue what the pills did to the people who took them. Speaking 
only for myself, the pills | was given, different kinds of antipsychotics 
and the antidepressant Zoloft, really messed up my body and my 
emotions and my mind. The side effects were horrendous. | felt half 
my mind had died. 


When | twice tried to quit cold turkey, after about 4 days | went into 
horrible withdrawal, which the 3rd psychiatrist said was not possible, 
as the pills were not addictive. | was put on the pills even though | was 
not acting out, | was not threatening anyone or myself. | was put on 
the pills simply because | said | had many experiences with angels 
known in the Bible. | weaned off the pills in 1998 by cutting the dosage 
25 percent per week, and | felt angels also were helping me wean. 
After | started weaning, | started dreaming again. White hot sores in 
my throat went away. The night terrors stopped. | stopped feeling as if 
half my brain had died. | lost the 40 pounds | had gained after | started 
taking the pills. My quite elevated blood pressure and pulse rate 
significantly decreased. 


| lived in your home maybe 4 months total in 2015 and 2016-17, when 
| was homeless for the second time. You didn’t seem to think | was 
crazy. You had watched me perform at many candidate forums as a 
candidate, and you were the forum moderator, and you didn’t seem to 
think | was crazy. 
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The last time | ran was for mayor of Key West, 2018, the six times | 
ran for that office, you introduced me at a meet the candidates event, 
and there were chuckles and groans from the audience. | said 
everyone here knows Key West is an open air insane asylum, and the 
audience laughed, and | said | am the head lunatic, and the audience 
laughed, and | said, so why not make it official? Sloan for mayor! 
There were no laughs. They looked like deer caught in headlights, 
after taking the bait and swallowing it hook line and sinker, and | set 
the hook. | did not tell them that the idea to say that to them had come 
to me out of the blue while | rode my bicycle to the event. Told to me 
by an angel. 


At the candidate forum you later moderated, you introduced me as the 
lunatic party candidate, and | started to speak and said | was getting a 
phone call and | pulled out my flip phone, and there was laughter in 
the audience, and | said hello, and | said, Who?, God? and there was 
more laughter, and then | said You want to know why the City 
Commission stopped funding three really important programs for kids, 
and what were they thinking?, and the audience was stone quiet, as 
were the other mayor candidates. 


When a woman new to the Key West sitting on the panel that ask 
candidates questions asked me why | was running, | said she was 
rather new to the city and so she probably didn’t know that very time | 
had run for mayor, and three times for county commission and once 
for school board, | was told by God in my sleep to run if | knew what 
was good for me, and that was my story and | was ticking to it, and 
she did not seem very happy with my answer, and the audience was 
really quiet. 


| did not say that the idea for the phone call from God had come to me 
from out of the blue while | was riding my bicycle to the event, and the 
idea had come from an angel. The definition of insanity is being out of 
touch with reality, and | was the only person in that packed event who 
knew for a fact that God, angels and demons and even ETs exist, 
because I'd had many personal dealings with them. 
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A couple of days later, someone from Sean Hannity’s FOX show 
called and invited me to come to FOX’s studio and be on the air with 
Hannity, but one other mayor candidate would have to come to provide 
balance. | tried to persuade several of the other maybe candidates to 
join me, but they refused, saying they didn’t want to have anything to 
do with Hannity. They were far more worried about their sentiments, 
than what a great thing they could have done for Key Wests economy 
to join me on Hannity’s show and attract all manner of new weirdos to 
Key Weird with their money. | thought they had lost their ever-loving 
minds. 


You told me last year that you would vote for me for president, after | 
said that my first official act would be to declassify and make public all 
of the American government's ET files. 


When | look at America today, | see a giant cuckoo’s nest that the one 
flew over movie starring Jack Nicholson could not have begun to 
imagine. But | could, because in early 1997, | had met a real life sho 
nuff Nurse Rached and a psychiatrist just like the one in that movie, 
and then | met a second psychiatrist just like them, and they thought 
they were so fucking smart and knew everything, and they were so 
very wrong that it was fucking scary as hell that they were allowed to 
pretend to be doctors. By the grace of God | finally was helped to 
escape their clutches, and then the psychiatrist who took me on after 
he helped me escape them put me on the pills that nearly killed me. 


So, | have to side with the homeless lawyer in the article, even if he is 
insane, because Jesus was homeless and many people said he was 
insane, and psychiatry has no clue what causes what they call 
insanity, which makes them totally out of touch with reality on that 
count, too. 


If someone is truly dangerous to other people, that person needs to be 
confined. | would start with locking up Donald Trump and Joe Biden. If 
that does not happen, then nobody should be locked up, because 
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those two are dangerous to every living human being. | told two of my 
grandchildren last night to keep their passports up to date, and to 
improve their Spanish, so they can easily move to a Spanish speaking 
country if America goes totally into the shitter. 


You told me after the January 20, 2020 attempt to take over the 
national government that the rioters all should have been shot dead. | 
thought the same should happen to their leader. If | say that on 
Facebook, my account will be suspended. But so far, Facebook has 
not suspended my account for me saying America has gone batshit 
crazy. Nor for me saying, Bible salesman Donald Trump’s pecker is on 
trial in New York. Nor for me saying devout Catholic Joe Biden backing 
Israel in Gaza never knew Jesus. 


Maybe someday the Wall Street Journal will wake up and put God 
first, for a change. But since that’s not going to happen, maybe the 
Journal will promote stopping the invasion from Mexico by stopping 
US dollars from going to Mexico until Mexico stops the invasion, and 
the Journal urges America to abandon Israel, and urges America to 
turn inward and start taking the many beams out of its own eyes, as 
the crazy man Jesus strongly recommended in the Gospels. For in 
God's eyes, we are all homeless, and the many years | spent 
homeless and not homeless in Key West, dealing with the city 
government over how it treated its homeless people, convinced me 
that the city government had no clue how to fix its homeless problem, 
because there was no way to fix it, and it was insane to even try to fix 
it.

You saw me many times at my worst, Todd, and at my best, and there 
is no way I can repay you for your many kindnesses to me, while many 
people wondered why you had anything to do with me, and you didn’t 
let that affect your and my relationship. I’m am sure that you played a 
large part behind the scenes with my daughters deciding to resume 
their relationships with me, and thus their husbands and their 
children’s relationships with me, which turn around began when | was 
still living in Key West, and it blossomed wonderfully after | moved 
back to Alabama in 2018, which enabled me to be with them in real 
time versus on the internet and telephone. 


Because of very rough things that happened in my family, in which | 
was in the very middle, the one who spoke to it, | became the family 
outcast, which is more descriptive than the family black sheep. It did 
not help that psychiatry had nearly destroyed me and left even me for 
a while thinking | had gone completely insane and | was suicidal every 
day for 16 months, only to learn as | was about to come out of it, that it 
was part of something much bigger than | could have imagined while | 
was in the grip of it, which had been foretold in many ways in dreams, 
visions and quirky life experiences when | lived in Colorado from 1987 
through 1995. 


Also in play, which | was told in my sleep in 2002, in Key West, | had 
an unknown adversary, and it took me a couple of days to understand 
it was my father’s younger brother, who was born with the cord around 
his neck and his mind and body were damaged, and he became a 
huge embarrassment to my father and his older brother, and they 
never brought their friends to their home because of their younger 
brother, whom | had come to represent in my fathers eyes, and 
perhaps in the eyes of other family members. 


There was nothing | could do about that, nor about the estrangement 
from my father and my daughters. | knew I had to keep getting up in 
the morning and dealing with what was in front of me, and that’s what | 
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did, and some days | did better that other days, but never once during 
that time did | remotely consider taking my own life, because | knew 
something was with me, nudging, informing, spanking me, 
encouraging me, redirecting me, and | knew | was not alone, and it’s 
that way even until now. 


Every day and night, during the often revolting winding down of my 
father’s estate during the covid shutdown, which you witnessed, when 
| very much wanted to kill some lawyers, | was steered mostly in 
dreams by angels. | needed to be in Birmingham to deal with that, and 
it made it much easier for me to visit my children and their families, 
than if | still lived in Key West. 


The homeless lawyer in the Wall Street Journal article seems to me to 
be doing a whole lot better than most of the homeless people | got to 
know in Key West and other places, especially the homeless people 
whose main preoccupation was drinking or wondering when they 
would have money for their next drink. As you know, I was banned 
from Key West’s homeless shelter for life for writing at my blog that | 
thought those homeless people would be better off dead than to 
continue living in that way. 


| fell in love with one of them, which was a really intense and 
interesting adventure that enriched my life and broke my heart at the 
same time, because she would not stop drinking, and there was no 
way it would work out for us. Finally, using money my father’s estate 
was loaning me against a future inheritance, | got off the homeless 
rolls, and got her to her mother’s home, where he lived until she died 
suddenly of a massive seizure, and after her mother called me to 
report what had happened, my heart unhinged and | had myself a 
really good cry. Then, | wrote her eulogy at my blog. 


| told a lot about her in a podcast, which ended up with over 500,000 
complete watches world wide. It broke my heart to take down her 
eulogy, and all of the podcasts at YouTube, after MAGAs threatened 
me and my tech friend who created the podcasts, and our families. 
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Already, we had been threatened on Rumble by MAGAS, who had 
republished clips from our podcasts, which were about Donald Trump 
and MAGAS, and Rumble took down those threats on its own. 
MAGAS tried to kill my tech friend, because of his political activism 
where he lived, which went further than my political activism in Key 
West, in that he got local government officials investigated and some 
were prosecuted by law enforcement, and he had to go into a safe 
house and he nearly died from the injuries MAGA hitmen left him for 
dead with.

Trump has also been hit with multibillion-dollar fines in civil suits 
concerning his business practices and a defamation claim arising from 
a rape allegation a judge called “substantially true”.

Arc of a Covenant, authored by Walter Russell Meade* was published 
in 2022. Though it received highly positive and glowing reviews, it 
never landed on my list of must reads. No, I’m not going to cry over 
not having read this in two years ago. However, I’m ecstatic over 


finding it recently. 


Among the numerous food for thought insights he provides are: 
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The demographics of Israel 


For most of my life | believed that the vast majority of Jews in Israel (I 
would have thought 80% conservatively) migrated to Israel from 
Europe in three waves. The first and far smaller was post WWI as the 
result of the Balfour Declaration, where Great Britain carved out a 
homeland for Jews in Palestine. This wave was supported largely by 
the Zionist movement 

The second and far larger would be of course survivors of the 
Holocaust, what might be called “The Exodus” wave made popular by 
Otto Preminger’s blockbuster film with Paul Newman in the lead 
protagonist role. 

The third wave embedded in my mind was resultant from the 
crumbling of the USSR, where Russian Jews, exited to move to Israel. 
Occasionally | would read about Jews from Ethiopia and North Africa 


migrating, but it barely made my radar scope. 


Here is the reality 

The largest sect of Jews in Israel today are not from or descendent 
from the WWII Holocaust European or Ashkenazi Jews ( 32%). The 
largest Jewish ethnic group in Israel, about 40% to 45% of Israel’s 
population, are called Mizrahi; Jews’ whose ancestors hailed 


from Jewish communities in the Middle East, including Israel itself.

The second-largest ethnic Jewish group in Israel, about 32% of the 


population, is Ashkenazi. Ashkenazi Jews trace their ancestry to 
central Europe, most often via Eastern Europe. By 1945 when WWII 
ended, about two thirds of these Jews had been murdered by the 


Nazis. 


Why this shows has connection to the current Hamas-lsrael War? 
This is largely the conclusion | draw from the fact that in the 1948 war 
about 750,000 Palestinians were forced to flee Palestine and within 
the year: 

entire communities of Jews in Middle Eastern countries (primarily Irag 
and Yemen) were relocated to Israel with the active help of the State. 
Jews from North African countries followed in the late 1950s in a wave 


of migration that continued until the late 1960s. While they were all

Jews, they were a rather diverse population in terms of their 
socioeconomic resources 
(Cohen 2002; Semyonov and Lerenthal 1991), 

Effectively the fledging state of Israel embittered three-quarters of 
million Palestinians by taking the land they lived on and then back 
filled it with equally embittered Mizrahi Jews who had been driven from 
their land by Muslim ruled nations. 
There is no “The Reason” for the renewed and devastating war that 
now rages, but the situation that drove it was virtually cemented in by 
1948.

College and Editor-at-Large of The American Interest. From 1997 to 
2010, Mr. Mead was a fellow at the Council on Foreign Relations.

But this Article shall not apply to any 
person holding the office of President when this Article was proposed 
by the Congress, and shall not prevent any person who may be 
holding the office of President, or acting as President, during the term 
within which this Article becomes operative from holding the office of 
President or acting as President during the remainder of such term. 


Congress approved the Twenty-second Amendment on March 21, 1947, 
and submitted it to the state legislatures for ratification. That process was 
completed on February 27, 1951, when the requisite 36 of the 48 states 
had ratified the amendment (neither Alaska nor Hawaii had yet been 
admitted as states), and its provisions came into force on that date.

There were thousands that trusted in him right next to God Almighty, 
and they told stories about him [...] that were like the stories of 
patriarchs and such” (1). 

The story then shifts focus to a chronically unlucky farmer named 
Jabez Stone. Stone lives in Cross Corners, New Hampshire, and all 
of his ventures seem to go astray. Eventually, Stone gets sick of his lot 
in life and expresses a desire to sell his soul to the Devil in exchange 
for better luck. While Stone immediately regrets his wish, it comes to 
fruition the following day, when a genteel man dressed entirely in black 
arrives at his door. This man is the Devil—he later introduces himself 
by the name of Scratch—and he comes to offer Jabez Stone seven 
years of good luck in exchange for his eternal soul. Despite his 
reservations, Stone agrees to the terms, using a pin to prick his finger 
and signing the contract in his own blood. 

Thereafter, Stone’s luck dramatically changes; his farming endeavors 


are suddenly all prosperous, and Stone and his family become some 
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of the most successful and influential people in Cross Corners. Stone 
is even asked to stand for selectman, a position of local government, 


and is considered as a potential candidate for state senate. 


Nevertheless, Stone is haunted by his deal and reminded of his 
impending doom by Scratch’s yearly visits. In the sixth year of his 
contract, Stone challenges the terms of their agreement, bargaining for 
an additional three years of life before Scratch can claim his soul. 
Scratch agrees, and these years pass in turn. When Stone asks for 
additional extensions, Scratch refuses, and as his time dwindles, 
Stone seeks alternative ways to extricate himself from his deal, 
eventually seeking the help of Daniel Webster. 

After Stone tells Webster the terms of his deal, Webster agrees to 
represent him in a court battle against Scratch. Webster and Stone 
return to Cross Corners on the last night of Stone’s contract and are 
greeted by Scratch at midnight. While Webster is more than willing to 
go toe-to-toe with the Devil, Scratch insists that Mr. Stone’s contract is 
very clear and implores Webster to obey the law that he has dedicated 
his life to enforcing. Webster questions Scratch’s citizenship, insisting 
that “no American citizen may be forced into the service of a foreign 
prince!” (5). Scratch insists that he is not foreign, as Webster 
suggests, but an American citizen himself, citing his presence at 
various terrible events in American history as proof. 

Granting Scratch’s American citizenship, Webster claims that Stone 
has the right to a trial by jury. Scratch agrees, so long as he is allowed 


to select the jury, promising that every juror will be an American 
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citizen. Scratch’s jury of the damned then enters, revealing significant 
deceased figures from American history: Walter Butler and Simon 
Girty, both Loyalists during the American Revolution; King Philip, a 
Wampanoag chief who led a failed battle against New England 
colonials; Governor Thomas Dale, a dictatorial administrator of 
then-colonial Virginia; Morton of Merry Mount, a rival of the Plymouth 
Pilgrims; Edward Teach, more popularly known as the pirate 
Blackbeard; and Reverend John Smeet, assumedly an invented 
character by Benet. John Hathorne, who presided over the executions 
during the Salem Witch Trials, serves as judge. 

Webster quickly realizes that Scratch has stacked the jury against him 
and Stone and begins to grow angry. Just as he is about to erupt, he 
realizes that this was Scratch’s intention: He hopes to capture 
Webster’s soul as well. Webster therefore calms himself and begins to 
speak of life’s simple pleasures: “the freshness of a fine morning when 
you're young, and the taste of food when you're hungry, and the new 
day that’s every day when you're a child” (7). Webster suggests that 
all of these things are rendered meaningless in the absence of 
freedom. While Webster admits that America and her people have 
made many mistakes throughout their history, he argues that each of 
these mistakes has led to something bigger and better for the country. 
He concludes by suggesting that Scratch, or any devil, cannot possibly 
know what it is like to be an American or a human. 

After a short deliberation, the jury announces that they have decided in 
favor of Stone and Webster even though the terms of the contract are 


clear. They admit that it was Webster's eloquent testimony that 
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swayed them in Stone’s favor. As the sun starts to rise, the jury 
disappears. 

Scratch congratulates Webster on his victory and tears up Stone’s 
contract. Before Scratch can escape, however, Webster grabs him by 
the arm, demanding that he never return to New Hampshire to bother 
Jabez Stone, his family, his heirs, or anyone else in the state. Scratch 
agrees to these terms, though Webster continues to threaten him for 
some time afterward. Before leaving, Scratch offers to read Webster’s 
future from the palm of his hand. Webster allows this, and Scratch 
predicts that Webster will fail to attain his main ambition: to become 
president. He also says that Webster will experience a backlash after 
his final speech (a reference to Webster’s “Seventh of March Speech,” 
during which Webster announced his support for the Compromise of 
1850). 

Webster resigns himself to these eventual realities, trusting that his 
legacy will prevail. He goes on to ask Scratch if the Union, for which 
he has fought his entire life, will survive. Scratch says that Webster will 
not live to see the outcome of the struggle but that the supporters of 
the Union will prevail. Webster laughs at Scratch’s response before 
kicking him out the door. According to legend, Scratch keeps true to 


his word and never returns to New Hampshire. 


Not even Daniel Wester could get Donald Trump off in God’s Court, nor 
Trump's many accomplices.

The turn to the far right for Republicans has it’s roots in an amalgam of

Biden Marks 4th Anniversary Of George Floyd’s Murder, Urges 
Action On Police Reform Bill 

The president signed an executive order in 2022 to implement police 
reform and accountability measures, and he's urging Congress to 
follow through.

President Joe Biden reflected on moments he shared with George 
Floyd’s family and called for Congress to advance police reform 
legislation as he marked the fourth anniversary of the day police 
murdered the Black man on a Minneapolis street. 

“George Floyd should be alive today. His murder shook the 
conscience of our nation and reminded us that our country has never 
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fully lived up to its highest ideal of fair and impartial justice for all under 
the law,” Biden said in a statement Friday. 

On May 25, 2020, Floyd, a 46-year-old father, died while a 
Minneapolis police officer, Derek Chauvin, knelt on his back and neck 
for more than nine minutes despite Floyd saying, “I can’t breathe.” The 
plea for mercy as he died was captured on video, sparking outrage 
and protests nationwide. 

Protesters demanded not only justice for Floyd, but also the protection 
of Black lives against police force and violence, along with reform and 
greater accountability within the law enforcement system. 

Last year, jurors found Chauvin guilty of murder in the death of Floyd, 
and the former Minneapolis police officer was sentenced to 22’ years 
in prison. On Tuesday, a new lawsuit was filed against Chauvin, 
alleging that he had pinned down a woman and knelt on her neck in 
January 2020, just as he had done to Floyd a few months later. 

Biden has spoken with Floyd’s family over the past four years to 
commemorate his life, and he has vowed to ensure law enforcement 
accountability. In his statement on Friday, the president reflected on an 
encounter he had with Floyd’s daughter the day before his funeral in 
2020. 

“The day before George Floyd’s funeral, his young daughter, Gianna, 
told me, ‘Daddy changed the world.’ Four years after her father’s 
murder, there is no doubt that he has,” he said. 

The families of those who had been killed by police officers were 
eager for Biden to take action, to push forward police reform and 
accountability, which he had promised in his 2020 presidential 
campaign. In 2022, he signed an executive order to implement 
aspects of the George Floyd Justice in Policing Act, including 
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restricting chokeholds and no-knock warrants, and establishing a 
database to track police misconduct. 

Now Biden is calling on Congress to send the legislation to his desk. 
“My Administration has made significant progress in implementing this 
Executive Order, and will continue our work to build public trust and 
strengthen public safety. But real and lasting change at the state and 
local level will only come when Congress acts,” the president said in 
Friday's statement.

Biden honors fallen soldiers during Memorial Day ceremony at 
Arlington National Cemetery

ARLINGTON, Virginia, May 27 (Reuters) - U.S. President Joe Biden 
honored fallen soldiers during the 156th observance of Memorial Day 
at Arlington National Cemetery outside the nation's capital on Monday. 
Biden placed a wreath of flowers at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier 
in a solemn ceremony, where he was accompanied by Vice President 
Kamala Harris and Defense Secretary Lloyd Austin. 

"We gather at this sacred place, at this solemn moment, to remember, 
to honor the sacrifice of the hundreds of thousands of women and men 
who have given their lives for this nation," Biden said afterward at the 
cemetery's amphitheater. 

Earlier in the day, Biden hosted a White House breakfast in honor of 
Memorial Day that included administration officials, military leadership, 
veterans and so-called Gold Star family members, referring to those 
who have lost an immediate relative in military action. 

The Memorial Day ceremony is the latest in a string of events where 
Biden has focused on active and retired military personnel, including 
delivering the commencement speech on Saturday at the U.S. Military 
Academy in West Point, New York. 
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Next week, the president will travel to Normandy, France, to participate 
in ceremonies marking the 80th anniversary of the D-Day invasion. He 
is expected to give a major speech about the heroism of Allied forces 
in World War Two and the continuing threats to democracy today. 
Thursday will mark the ninth anniversary of the death of Biden's son 
Beau, who served in Iraq as part of Delaware's National Guard. Beau 
died from glioblastoma, a highly aggressive form of brain cancer that 
his father believes was possibly a consequence of exposure to military 
burn pits in lraq 

"This week marks nine years since | lost my son, Beau," Biden said. 
"Our losses are not the same. He didn't perish on the battlefield. He 
was a cancer victim. 

"The pain of his loss is with me every day ... so is the pride in his 
service," the president said. 

On Memorial Day, each grave site at Arlington will have a small 
American flag carefully positioned exactly one boot’s length away from 
the headstone. The flags were placed by 1,500 soldiers from the 
Army’s 3rd Infantry Regiment, better known as The Old Guard. The 
regiment has carried out the tradition, Known as “Flags In,” just before 
Memorial Day every year since 1948, when it was designated as the 
Army’s official ceremonial unit.

Is patriotism mourning dead America war veterans and waving American 
flags on Memorial Day, without saying America had a hand in causing 
every war it waged during my lifetime, and the beneficiaries of those wars 
were rich white American military industrial complex capitalists? 


| say patriotism is hororing the truth, regardless. 


Maybe the next time a Trumper talks to me about patriotism, | will 
remember to say President Donald Trump called American soldiers killed 
during World War Il in France, losers and suckers, and his adoring 
Republican Alabama U.S. Senator Tommy Tuberville single-handedly held 
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up promotions of generals and admirals because the U.S. Armed forces 
were helping armed services women travel to where they could get legal 
abortions and keep defending America. 


I’m a radical. 
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we're all doing time riddles and puzzles 


An old lawyer buddy, who views me as a radical, likes to give me riddles 
and | tend to respond unpredictably :-). 


When asked me, “What was wrong with the ceasefire between Israel and 
Hamas on October 6, 2023”, | said that was a very good question, and 
Hamas figured out what would punch every button in Israel’s leaders, and 
Hamas hoped that would provoke Israel to do what it did in Gaza and turn 
the entire world against Israel and its benefactor America, and when 
President Biden saw Israel’s response, he should have stopped giving 
Israel money and weapons and munitions to obliterate Gaza; and President 
Biden should get America of the Middle East altogether. because America 
has no business being there. 


| gave my old lawyer buddy a riddle the other day. 


Please help me understand how Amendment 2 gives Americans the right 
to own AR-15s, when the citizens right to bear arms is predicated on there 
being a well-regulated militia? 

Amendment I 
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A well regulated Militia, being necessary to the security of a free State, 
the right of the people to keep and bear Arms, shall not be 
infringed. 


He said that he said he sided with me on that, and the U,S. Supreme 
Court has ignored the well regulated militia predicate. 


| said there has not been a well regulated militia since the Revolutionary 
War. He said, what about the national guards? | said, then only the national 
guards should have such weapons. He said, then there is the question of 
what is “arms”? 


When Amendment 2 was passed, arms meant sticks, rocks, hammers, 
hoes, rakes, shovels, hatchets, axes, spears, bows and arrows, knives, 
daggers, sabers, black powder ball and shot pistols and muskets, black 
power cannons and cannon balls, and black powder explosives. 


But what's that got to do with a well regulated militia? The Founding 
Fathers never dreamed the 2nd Amendment would be twisted to nilly willy 
private citizen ownership of guns designed to quickly kill as many unarmed 
Americans as possible. 


Flash back to 1991, when, at the request of a prison chaplain, | did a 
two-day workshop in his maximum security prison, about which | wrote in 
Prisons & Freedom, which | self-published later in 1991. 


How the workship came about was the chaplin had read my book, The 
High Legal Road: A New Approach to Legal Problems, which | had 
self-published in 1990, 


The chaplain told me ahead of time that some of the inmates were 
convicted of sex crimes and were very sensitive about that, and | should

not go into that during the workshop. What | did instead was ask them if 
they did what they were convicted of doing? 

Unable to sell The High Legal Road and Prisons & Freedom, | gave 
several thousand copies to the Prison Library Project in Clermont, 
California, which was founded by Ram Dass, with Bo Lozof’s help. Bo’s 
book, We're All Doing Time, had helped prod me to write Prisons & 
Freedom. The Prison Library Project mailed inmates books on topics in 
which inmates expressed interest. | ended up with some prison inmate pen 
pals for a while. 
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In the Preface to Prisons & Freedom, | gave Bo and his wife Sita 
attaboys for their going into prisons and teaching yoga and meditation ti 
inmates, and | gave favorable mention to Bo’s books, and | said in one of 
his books, he had said he and Sita had reluctantly decided to start asking 
for donations for their work. 


| had sent Bo a copy of The High Legal Road, and after Prisons & 
Freedom was published, | sent him a copy of it. | 
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In one his books, Bo had written that he and Sita told inmates that they 
struggled with their own sexual urges, which some yoga practitioners view 
as low base energies, and | wondered out loud in Prisons & Freedom.about 
what it might be like to be married to someone trying to practice celibacy? 


| received a letter from Bo, in which he tore up my books as 
psychobabble, and he said | had cut him and Sita’s feelings to the quick. 
That led to more back and forth letters, which went nowhere, and | moved 
on. 


One day, | called the Prison Library Project about something they had 
sent me regarding a tax deduction for donating my books to them. The 
fellow said he needed to tell me something: after they received my books, 
Bo told them to tear out the Preface to Prisons & Freedom, which they had 
done before sending it to inmates. The fellow said he didn’t feel right about 
that. | said keep doing it, it's Bo’s karma. 


| wrote Bo a letter explaining that. He did not respond. 


| started receiving unsolicited copies of Bo’s newsletter, in one of which 
he announced he was going into silence. There was something in the letter 
about him being interviewed in the media about him going into silence. | 
didn’t get any of his newsletters for a while. 


Then a newsletter came in the mail which Bo announced someone had 
given him and Sita a nice piece of land in the country, where he could build 
a retreat for former prisoners to live and work their way back into society, 
and he had come up with the ideal of “money yoga”, and it would be the 
spiritual thing to do for people to donate money for that project. 


| wrote Bo a letter, in which | said he had gone into silence, and God 
heard him and someone donated them the land, but instead of waiting for 
the next step, instead of being patient, honoring the feminine, the yin, he 
had gone yang and invented money yoga. 
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Bo did not respond. 


Another newsletter came in the mail and | read it and left it on the kitchen 
table and my wife, who was a licensed clinical social worker, looked 
thorough it and found a picture of Sita, which was in all of Bo’s newsletters. 


My wife asked me to cover the right side of Sita’s face and look only at 
the left side of her face, which | did, and Sita’s left eye and the left side of 
her face look like a seriously tortured soul. The left side of the body is the 
feminine, or yin, side. 


| wrote Bo a letter, telling him what my wife had observed. In Bo’s next 
newsletter, there was no photo of Sita. Nor was her photo in any future 
newsletters. 


Many years later, | read in an online publication that Bo had confessed 
that he was a fraud. He had sex with women in his ashram. He was 
abusive to released inmates, who came to live and work at his farm retreat 
cult. Later, | read somewhere that Bo had died. 


A Substack missive from a fellow who had done time showed up in my 
email account the other day.

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A judge has dismissed the case against an Ozark man who 
was caught speeding and said he'd rather go to jail than give 
the police officer a written apology for his behavior, reports 
AL.com's Amy Yurkanin. 


The story was picked up on some national outlets. Reginald 
Burks was pulled over and ticketed for speeding while taking 
his kids to school. He said that as he was trying to leave the 
officer was standing in front of his car so that he had to back 
up and go around. He said he then told the officer to "get your 
(butt) out of the way," but he didn't say "butt." 


(Note: This is the most G-rated newsletter you'll read today.

Now, folks may have varying degrees of respect for law 
enforcement or opinions on their motives, but this isn't one of 
those stories. The big question in this story is not so much the 
appropriateness of the officer, or of the motorist. It is about the 
appropriateness of the Ozark Municipal Court judge's order for 
the man to apologize to the officer in writing or face 10-30 days 
in jail.
